LAND FOR NAVAL STATION. 


Forty Thousand Acres Offered Uncle 
dam for Hig Use at Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, April 3-—An offer 
to sell 40,000 acres of land near Guan- 
tanamo Bay for use in connection with 
the naval station has been made by 
Mme. Xavier Rosier of Bordeaux, 
France. 

This offer has recalled the stirring 
incidents attending the seizure of the 
Virginius. 

Mme. Rosier is the ter of Rob- 
ern Mason, British Vice-Consul at 
Santiago de Cuba at the time of the 
seizure of the Virginius, and it was her 
father who interceded in behalf of both 
British and American citizens, saving 
the lives of many of them in 1773. The 
land now offered was the property of 
Vice-Consul Mason, who died several 
years ago and left it his daughter. 

As the government now owns be- 
tween 30,000 and 35,000 acres of land 
at the Guantanamo station; it is doubt- 
ful whether any negotiations to acquire 
more acreage will be undertaken. Dur- 
ing the last session of Congress great 
hostility was shown toward the devel- 
opment of the naval station at Guan- 


rtanamo, it being claimed by southern 


Senators that such development would 
divert work from the Charleston, 8. C., 
and the New Orleans navy yards. 

The proffer of this property to the 
vernment was made personally by 
me.

DEAD AT PUERTO REAL. 


UERTO REAL (Spain) April 3.— 
Vice-Admiral Pascual Cervera, who 
commanded the Spanish fleet in the 
battle of Santiago, Cuba, died here 
this afternoon.

Admiral Pascual de Cervera y To- 


pete, Condé de Jerez, Marquis, de 
Santa Ana, or, Admiral Cervera, was 
perhaps better known to the people of 
the United States than any other na- 
val office of the Old World. This was 
because of his disastrous defeat at 
Santiago on July 3, 1898, and his sub- 
sequent detention in the United States 
as a prisoner for several months. 
Admiral Cervera was born in the 
province of Jerez, Spain, in 1835, his 
father being a man of great wealth. 
and his mother, Marie Topete, belong- 
ing to a branch of the royal family. 
Cervera entered the naval academy 
at San Fernando, Spain, at an eariy 
age, and was graduated in 1851. His 
first actual experience in naval war- 
fare came to him in 1859, when, as an 
ensign, he accompanied the navy on 
the expedition against Morocco, gain- 
ing the rank of first lieutenant before 
he returned. 
Cervera’s next service was in Cochin 
China water in 1862. In 1868-70, hav- 
ing been promoted to the rank of cap- 
tain, he commanded a naval vessel off 
the coast of Peru. 
In 1870 he was transferred to block- 
ade duty off the Cuban coast, the ten 
years’ war being then in progress. 
Later Cervera returned to Spain to 
accept the post of Minister of Marine 
in the Cabinet. He quit the Cabinet 
subsequently to take mand of the 
battleship Pelayo. — 
Cervera rose to the rank of admiral 


natural promotions. He never saw se- 
rious naval warfare until the outbreak 
of the Spanish-American War in 1898. 
Still, she was recognized in world na- 
val circles as the ablest naval com- 
mander.in Spain. 

On the outbreak of the war with 
the United States he sailed from the 
Cape Verde Islands with four cruis- 
ers and four torpedo-boat destroyers 
on April 29, 1898, entered the harbor 
of Santiago de Cuba, May 19, and lost 
his entire fleet off that port July 3, in 
an attempt to force his way through 
Sampson's blockading squad-

BANKING BILLS OFFERED. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.-—-The Su- 
preme Court of the United States shal! 
alone have the right to determine the 
validity or constitutionality of acts of 
Congress, if the bill introduced by 
Representative DeArmond of Missouri 
becomes a law. Concerning the acts 
of the State Legislatures, the Supreme. 
on other higher of the State courts 
Hall have similar right. Another bill 
offered by Mr. DeArmond provides 
that funds of the United States may 
not be deposited in any bank which 
is not the property of the United 
States, except by contract for the pay- 
ment of interest thereon at the high- 
est rates obtainable. unless for tem- 
porary safe keeping. The contracts 
may be made for not more than a 
year at a time, and bond must be 
given by the institution receiving the 
deposit obligating it not to lend any 
money for use in any kind of gam- 
bling ventyre. 

Mr. DeArmond has introduced an- 
other bill requiring all banks con- 
trolled under the laws of the United 
States to pay annually into the treas- 
ury an amount equal to one-eighth of 
1 per cent. of the total amount of their 
deposits, to be used by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to protect depositors 
in banks contributing to a depositors’ 
guarantee fund. 

Another bill proposed by Mr. De- 
Armond Would make it an offense pun- 
ishable by a fine of not less than $100, 
imprisonment for not more than five 
years, or both, for any officer or em- 
pleyé of any bank to furnish to any 
authorized government officer a state- 
ment of the bank’s balance which 16 
not clearly given or is in confused 
condition, with the intent to conceal 
the true condition of the bank. 


HIGHER CRITICISM. 


CHICAGO, April 3.—Higher criticism 
of the Bible, more startling at many 
points than that advanced by Prof. 
George B. Foster, is voiced by Prof. 
Henry B. Sharman, instructor in New 
Testament history and literature, in 
the University of Chicago Divinity 
School, in a book on The Teaching of 
Jesus About the Future,” issued today 
from the University Press. Prof. Shar- 
man, in an exhaustive consideration of 
the gospels of Matthew, Mark and 
Luke, reduces much of the contents of 
these books to what he considers gar- 
bled reports of Christ's sayings, false 
interpretations of Christ's views by 
outside influence, false messengers con- 
cerning future life, and future punish- 
ment and unauthentic tales of Christ’s 
life. He casts doubt upon the chief 
tenets of the orthodox church, which 
he regards as the products of wrong 
interpretations of the New Testament. 
That Jesus did not preach the doctrine 
of “heaven” and “he!!]"and the “day of 
judgment,” and did not commission 
His disciples to preach the gospel, are 
among the professor's assertions. He 
divides the material of the synoptic 
gospel into “what Jesus probably 
said,” What the earliest editors of the 
gospel thought He said, or would like 
to represent Him saying.“ and what 
later editors thought it best to repre- 
sent Him as saying.“

WHITE 
STRIKE RIOT. 


Street Sweepers in Chicago 
Attack Substitutes, 


Police Called on to Quell 
Disturbance. 


Arrests Made Also in Tile 
Layers Outbreak. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES] 


CHICAGO, April 3.—{Exctusive Dis- 
patch. ] Rioting, held in check by the 
prompt arrival of police reserves, 
marked the developments today in two 
of the half dozen strikes which began 
with the advent of spring and promise 
to spread so as to tie up the indus- 
tries involved. 

The first riot of the day, at Van

Assailant of San Rafael Girl Almost 
Collapses on Hearing

Miss 
Grapes, formerly connected with a local 
newspaper, was walking down the 
street and had stopped to listen sto the 
music from a hall where a dante was 
in progress, when she was approached 
by Pia, who, without a word, struck 
her seyeral blows on the head, render- 
ing her unconscious, Wen she recov-. 
ered her senses a few moments later 
she found that nearly all her clothes 
d been torn from her, and saw Pia 
bending over her. She again became 
unconscious, and her assailant made 
his escape. 

She was found some time later, al- 
most nude and in a dazed condition, by 
friends, who took her to her home. 
Several persotis were suspected of the 
crime, and one man, a negro, was ar- 
rested on suspicion of being the gullty 
party, but he was not recognized by 
Miss Grapes and was discharged. - 

Suspicion was directed toward Pia 
by the facts that he had been heard 
o make improper remarks about her 
and had disappeared immediately after 
the assault. In returning to this city 
he was arrested and positively, identi- 
fied by his victim. An attempt to prove 
an allbi was uasuccessful and Pia was 
quickly convicted.

Establish institution in Idaho

MONROVIA, April 3.—Twenty men, 
working for the past three weeks under 
the supervision, of Ive Reed, have com- 
pleted the fire break along the base of 
the main Sierra Madre range from the 
head of Clover Leaf Cafion to Sawpit. 
The break, which is also a ranger pa- 
trol trail, is thirty feet wide. It mini- 
mizes the probability of flames spread- 
ing to the mountains from foothill 
ranches, or the reverse.

The betterment of Monrovia 
water sheds since the Forestry Service 
Was placed on an efficient basis is 
notable, the increase in the domestic 
water supply from the cafion systems 
amounting to approximately 20 per 
cent. annually. !

The Climate Lends Its Aid. 

There is less excuse for the absence 
of trees along our roadsides and 
streets than elsewhere.

MARCH REALTY BUSINESS. 


Big Increase in in Los 
Angeles County Last Month. 
Money Easier. 


That there is a great improvement 
in general business conditions since the 
first of the year is apparent, when the 
report of real estate transactions in 
this city and county for March is 
studied carefully. While there were 
twenty-seven business days in last 
month compared with twenty-four for 
February, and twenty-five the pre- 
vious month, yet the daily average of 
business is larger than in any preced- 
ing month except in one item. 

The amount of mortgages filed for 
record last month was $5,119,981, com- 
pared with $3,576,252 in February, and 
13.863.627 for the first month of the 
year. This shows that easing money 
conditions is enabling people who need 
money to get it more readily than 
heretofore. Interest rates remain 
about the same, around 7 per cent., 
for small loans for building purposes, 
but there is a good supply of money. 
The average mortgage last month 
amounted to $2659, compared with 
$2373 in February.

United States Sets Example

WASHINGTON, April 3.—~Again the 
good offices of the International Court 
of Arbitration at The Hague are to be 
invoked to settle important interna- 
tional disputes, this time in matters in 
which the American government is vi- 
tally interested. It will not be the first 
occasion in whith recourse has been 
made to thet august tribunal in is- 
sues in which this government has fig- 
ured, the cases of the Pious Fund of 
the Californias and of the “preferred 
creditors” of Venezuela which were 
awarded preferential treatment follow- 
ing a blockade of her ports, h hav- 
ing been passed on by the rts and 
each of importance to the United 
States. Neither of them, however, are 
regarded as of as great consequence 
as that, primarily, ef the interpreta- 
tion to be, placed on Article one of the 
treaty ot 1818 touching the rights of 
Amerteans to fish in the waters of 
Newfaundiand and, secondarily, the 
issues to be arbitrated as a result of 
the agreement recently reached be- 
tween Mr. Buchanan, the American 
Special Commissioner and President 
Gomez both of which 
are to to The Hague. 

The “compromise” negotiated by Sec- 
retary Root with Ambassador Bryce 
which incorporates the fisheries dispute 


See to be arbitrated, has been ratified by 


the Senate and the two nations inter- 
ested have agreed on the arbitration. 
In submitting to The so impor- 
tant a principle as that involved in the 
fisheries controversy both the Amert- 


can and the British governments are 


giving that tribunal a prestige im the 
initial stages of its existence which is 
regarded diplomatically as an interna- 
tional occurrence of the first magni- 
tude and one calculated to have great 
influence in inspiring similar action by 
other nationg burdened with interna- 
tional disputes, which if not adjusted, 
may lead to serious results. 
FISHERMEN EAGER. 

The findings of the court will be 
awaited with the greatest interest and 
impatience by the New England fish- 
ing interests for it means much to that 
hardy class of men who yearly make 
the Newfoundland shore their rendez- 
vous and who supply a large portion 
of the n eastern markets with fish 
food ucts. Their treaty rights 
have been questioned, their work inter- 
fered with and they have suffered from 
the attempted enforcement of certain 
local laws or regulations the privijege 
to enact which has been warnly con- 
tested by this government. The dis- 
putes are of long standing and each 
country, confident of the correctness 
of its own contentions, is expected to 
abide by the decision of the court. Be- 
cause of the long time allowed for the 
preparation of the case, the submis- 
sion of arguments, etc., it will be more 
than a year before the questions in 
dispute are fully before the tribunal 
for decision. 

Years of effort and of arguments by 
the State Department failed of suc- 
cess in reaching a basis of settlement 
of the disputes with Venezuela, which 
finally came as a result of suggestions 
made by President Gomez, after Cas- 
tro left Venezuela, and when that 
country was being harassed by the ac- 
tion of the Dutch war vessels sent 
there by Holland, following the break- 
ing off of friendly relations between 
the two nations. Secretary Root re- 
ceived in a aordial spirit the advances 
made by Gomez, and sent Mr. Bu- 
chanan to Venezuela promptly with 
full instructions to deal with the sub- 
ject of the settlement of the claims, 
and the result of his labors is sald 
to be satisfactory alike to both tie 
State Department and to the uth 
American republic. The strain sit- 
uation which had preceded Mr. Bu- 
chanan’s mission for so long a period 
Was a source of regret to Secretary 
Root, who has taken a great deal of 
interest in the wellbeing of our sister 
republics to the south, and he, pointed 
wut that the American government 
had on repeated occasions intervened 
as a friend in need in behalf of Vene- 
zuela to relieve her from disagreeabie 
and dangerous complications with. 
other powers. 

GIVES COURT PRESTIGE. 

That a majority of the disputes are 
to go to The Hague is regarded favor- 
ably, for it removes any opportunity 
for charges of force or intimidation, 
which might have been made against 


this government had they been set- 
tled directly between the two coun- 
tries. The willingness of the United 


States to thus dispose of them, it is 
pointed out, demonstrates to the na- 
tions of this hemisphere, its faith in 
the honor and fairness of the court, 
leaving to the fate of that tribunal 
questions affecting the — te

Various 8 of three disputes go 
to The Hague as a result of Mr. Bu- 
chanan's negotiations, namely: That 
of the United States and Venezuela 
company, which claims it has been 
deprived of the right to mine asphalt 
and to bulld a railroad; that of the 
Orinoco corporation, which claims 
large concessions covering iron mines, 
asphalt privileges and hardwood con- 
cessions; ‘and: the case of the Orinoco 
Steamship Company, which claims ex- 
clusive rights of navigation on 
branches of the Orinoco River. In the 
two latter cases the court is to decide 
primdftily whether tlie judgments of 
previous arbitrations or decisions of 
umpires were correct, and are to stand 
and if not then they are to be heard 
on their merits. Three arbitrators are 
to be appointed, and as in the case of 
the fisheries dispute more than a year 
will elapse before a decision is ren- 
dered. On the part of the United 
States the preparation of the cases will 
not be a formidable proposition, as 
there is already a mass of data bear- 
ing on them avaliable, which formed 
the basis of the arguments made’ to 
President Castro in behalf of arbitra- 
tion. Although complicated to some 
extent, after all, questions ef fact 
largely predominate, unlike t con- 
troversy over the Newfoundland fish- 
ge where the specific interpretation 

an existing treaty will form the 
oh of the work of the court. 
CASTRO OUT OF WAY. 


After Castro declined to arbitrate 
the disputes, either separately or col- 
lectively, the State Department passed 


the whole question up to Con- 
gress, but no instructions were 
given for the guidance of the 
department to proceed to force 
a settlement. There appeared to be 
no ral public interest manifested 


in the controversy warranting any 
drastic action, and the matter was 
allowed to lapse. Finally the ques- 
tion was happily solved when Pres- 
ident Gomez expressed a desire to re- 
sume. friendly relations, which had 
been broken off by each country with- 
drawing ite diplomatic representative 
from the other, and Mr. Buchanan 
Was sent to Venezuela to nm ne- 
gotiations for a settlement of the 
claims. 

Controversies passed on by The 
Hague, including those already re- 
ferred to embrace the following: The 
matter of perpetual leases, resulting 
from a disagreement between Japan 
on the one hand, and Germany, France 
and Great Britain on the other, touch- 
ing the real meaning and scope of cer-

Muscat dhows to fly the French 
flag, and the inquiry instituted by op- 
eration of the court between Great 
Britain and Russia growing out of the 
North Sea Dogger Bank incident when 
the firing of the guns of the Russian 
fleet caused the loss of a boat and the 
death of two persons belonging to a 
British fishing fleet.

Dispatch.} Harris Hanshue in tne 
Kissctkar Tabasco 1, narrowly escapea 
instant death on the main street of 
Redlands this afternoon during the 
final race of the mile-high automobile 
hill climb. 


While tearing down Orange street at 
sixty miles an hour, Hanshue attempt- 
ed to take the turn without shutting 
of and his racer skidded half way 
across the street, struck the curb and 
was wrecked. But for the fact that 
Hanghue clung to the wheel he would 
have been dashed to his death on the 
hard pavement. 


Hanshue's mechanic,. Lee Garicke, 
was thrown clear of the car and also 
escaped. 

Hundreds of women and children had 
crowded close to the turn as Hanshue 
came scudding over the pavement. 
They wanted to see the roaring fiend- 
ish-looking car tear into the narrower 
street. When it was too late Hanshue 
san that he could not swing his car 
into the course. 

Taking desperate chances he threw 
on. his emergency brakes and the car 
which had gained a terrible momen- 
tum began to skid. Straight across the 
street toward a group of little children 
went the Kissel. Then Hanshue gave 
the steering wheel a sudden desperate 
wrench and the car ground itseif in 
fury against the stones lining the 
street. The danger had been averted 
by a narrow margin. 

Another accident marred the event 
when the E. M. F., which was making 
a strong bid for the race swung 
around the turn two miles from the 
Summit and turned turtie. John 
Young, who was driving, and his me- 
chanic, H. Barber, with the car, rolled 
with the car down the grade to the 
foot of Clyde Hill. Neither of the men 
were injured and later the car was 
hauled back to the grade and finished 
the race. ;

As the ma- 
chine wobbied Siefert opened his throt- 
tled and sailed up the course, leaving 
a cloud of oil smoke behind him. He 
made the second turn four seconds 
faster than Hamlin, and reached the 
heavier part of the climb ten seconds 
to the good, He continued to gain un- 
til he reached Oak Glen. 

Hanshue in his Kisselkar made the 
most sensational start of the day. 
Anxious to win and willing to take a 
chance, Hanshue's car left the tape 
like a mettied steed. At the last mo- 
ment the betting on the Kisselkar Was 


strong. But Hanshue was doomed to 


make a short race. His finish Was as 
spectacular as the start, and he went 
out in a halo of cylinder oil smoke, 
when he had won the first leg on the 
course. Hanshue beat all cars 
two seconds to the Citrus-avenue turn. 

Never in the history of automobile 
racing in Southern California has a 
more. spectacular race been pulled off 
than the mile-high hill climb. Through 


grooves of orange trees, laden with this 


year’s bumper crop, to the snow line 
automobiles raced in less than half an 
hour. Over a course which some claim 
is sixteen miles long, and which the 
specdometers show from fourteen t 
fifteen miles, the machine raced at 
wonderful speed. It takes a two-horse 
work team five and a half hours to 
reach Oak Glen, the finish of the auto 
hill climb. The motor cars beat this 
time by more than five hours. 

The course is rather rough in places 
At points it is so narrow that only 
one car can pass. Two cars cannot 
be driven abreast. There are dan- 
gerous turns, which test the skill of 
the most expert driver, yet all but two 
cars entered in the race made good 
time to the summit, and all but one 
reached the goal.

duced in proportion to the distance, 
the bullseye in this case being one 
inch in diameter. Any .22 caliber rifie 
can be used, sights to be in front of 
firing pin and to cohtain no glass— 
preventing the use of telescope or peep 
sights close to the eye. 

The match is open to teams of ten 
men from any public school, academy, 
preparatory or private school; con- 
testanta o be under 18 years of ag 
To schools belonging to the Nation 
Rifle Association entry in the mach! 
is free, all other schools being required 
to pay an entry fee of $2.

Matches of this sort have been held 
in New York City, Boston and Wash- 
ington, D. C., in the last two years, 
but thie is the rst match in which 
teams from all parts of the country 
can enter and shoot on their own 
ranges.

Alleged 0 Leader of That 
Ruined Life of Connecticut Banker, 
Walker, Charged With Vagraney, 
Convicted, and Teld Never to Show 
Himeelf in This City Again. 


T. C. Diffenbocker, the alleged leader 
of one of the most desperate gangs of 


seseor at one time of a fortune esti- 
mated at more than $1,500,000, and said 
to be the man who wrecked the life 
of W. F. Walker, treasurer of the New 
pleaded 
guilty to a charge of vagrancy in Jus- 
tice Rose’s Police Court, yesterday 
morning. 

Diffenbocker’s fortune did him no 
good. He spent it with a free hand. 
It . slipped vy as easily as it came. 
Now, without a cent in the world, and 
dying from tuberculosis, Diffenbocker 
is paying the penalty of the many 
crooked deals he is alleged to have 
been mixed up in. He was arrested in 
Los Angeles more than a month ago 
on suspicion. In his rooms a complete 
wire-tapping outfit was found. It w 
disconnec and the man stated t 
he was going to take the. layout to 
Arizona with him. Diffenbocker ad- 
mitted “complicity in many crooked 
deals at that time. He stated that he 

been compelled to leave New York 
because of the ravages of tuberculosis. 
He then went to Chicago, later to St. 
Louis and then to San Francisco, back 
to Denver, and finally came here. 

Detectives Jones and Boyd gave him 
time to leave the city, and take his 
instruments with him., This he failed 
to do, and was again arrested and a 
vagrancy charge placed against him. 
The officers stated that they feared 
would attempt to use the wire-tapping 
machine in Los A les. 1 

After his arrest ffenbocker is al- 


leader of the gang that robbed Walker 
and ruined his life. The wire-tapper 
was one of the most expert  teleg- 
raphers in the country. Later he used 
his knowledge in tap the wires. 
He and his gang secu the results 
of a race, held off until bets were made, 
and sent them through the pool- 
room, to the loss of every -one con- 
cerned except the tappers. 

Walker was indu to get into the 
game. He held a trusted’ position, and 
was aman of fine reputation. He 
finally won $18,000. After this success 
he was induced to go into the game 
deeper and bet a large amount. He 
put in $68,000 in one grand stake and 
lost. He was ruined and escapei to 
Mexico, where he was captured in the 
mountains by the Pinkertons and 
brought back to be sentenced to four- 
teen yea in the penitent 
fenbocker told the office:s that many 
other prominent men had been swin- 
died in the same manner, but had the 
money to back up their losses, and, 
therefore, never made complaint. 

Justice Rose severely lectured Dif- 
fenbocker, and sentenced him to 18 
days in the City Jril. This sentence 
was suspended on the man’s promise 
to leave the city. He can never return.

DEVELOPMENT PROCEEDING ON 
STRIKE’S SCENE.

Two Hundred and Fifty Phoenix 
Men Charter Special Train te Go 
te District—Two-thirds Remain to 
Hunt Gold—No Signs of Ores Play- 
~ ing Out. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
PHOENIX (Ariz.) April 2.—The 
owners of the Great Northern strike 
near Vicksburg and Salome are pro- 
ceeding with their first development, 
comprising a cut and tunnel, starting 
about twenty feet down the hill below 
the hole in which the bonanza was 
found. It is told by late arrivals from 
the claims that the tunnel has cut 
the formation first tapped and at a 
considerably deeper point, with the 
result that two feet of true vein mat- 
ter have been encountered, all speckled 
with free gold and of the same rela- 
tive character as that which set the 
Arizona prospectors wild a couple of 
weeks ago. Kati C. Dent, who lately 
returned to Bouse from the discov- 
ery, writes that in all sincerity it is 
one of the richest and most phenome- 
nal gold showings I ever saw on the 
surface. What appears to be a true 
wall ise coming in, and the bonanza 
rock is simply impregnated with free 
gold across two feet or better of vein 
matter.

Senator Nixon’s Transfer of His 
interests to Partner the Nevada 
‘Sensation of the Week—Fraction 
Yields Fabulous Wealth—Smeliters 
Unable to Finance Limit.

Under Arizona laws and with capi- 
tal stock of 600,000 shares, Los An- 
geles investors have recently incorpor- 
ated the Gold Bank Mining Company 
for the exploitation of another form of 
desert wealth. Rich placer deposits, 
lying about six miles east of Glamis, 
Cal., a station on the Southern Pa- 
cific, thirty miles west of Yuma, has 
been thoroughly prospected for the 
past six months with three power dry 
washers. The averages of this exten- 
sive exploitation show that the gravel 
which overlies 960 acres from ten to 
thirty feet deep, yields from 68 cents 
to $6 per yard.

WHAT RIVER AND HARBOR IM- 
PROVEMENTS MEAN. 


Policy Advocated by National Or- 
ganization to Bring Great Benefits 
to the Pacific Coast Harbors. 
State Primary Law Effects Detailed 


The interest that Los

‘the success of the woik of the Nation- 


al Rivers and Harbors Congress was 
detalied to the City Club yesterday by 
John A. Fox of Washington, special 
director of the congress. 

Mr. Fox showed how, if the river 
and harbor improvements are made 
as the congress plans, the country 
may save, in .available water trans- 
portation rates from the interior to 
the coast, 228.000, 000 annually, based on 
the ton mileage of the railroads for 
1908. The rail transportation cost an 
average of 7.3 mills per pound, and 
the transcontinental rate was 9.4 mills. 
Against this was an average water 
rate of 1 mill per pound. But had the 
saving been only 1 mill on the pound 
the great savin mentioned would 
have been gained. 

The congress is asking that gov- 


ernment spend $50,000,000 annua! for 


the next five years in improving the 


great navigable streams and the har- 


bors. And in these there was none so 


capable of improvement nor serving 
So great an internal development as 


the harbor of San Pedro. In connec- 
tion with the cutting of the Panama 


Canal the benefit of complete water 
transportation in the Middle West, the 
Atiantic and Gulf coasts would largely 
inure to the Pacific because of the 
cheapness of rates from the producing 
areas. It would mean an end to the 
heavy freight rates now charged on 
transcontinental business due, he said, 
to the railroads monopolizing and ma- 
nipulating the water transportation. 


Senator N. W. Thompson of Alham- 


bra and C. W. Bell of Pasadena were 
other spe rs.

As to primaries for county office the 
law Seeaires that a candidate before 
the nominating primaries may be 
placed on the ballot by a petition 
signed by 10 per cent. of the voters, 
and that signatures must be from one- 
fourth the number of precincts in the 
district voting for the office. The can- 
Gidate before the primaries could not 
get on the final ballot by petition. 
Benator Bell told of the fights for 
the anti-race-track bill and the pri- 
mary bill, both, he said, having to 
be dragged from “packed committees.

makers. There-are not more than a 
few hundred men in the country who 
allow themselves to be registered as 
giving their whole time to lace mak- 
ing. Besides these, there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of laborers, prob- 
ably the majority of the million agri- 
cultural laborers in the country, who 
know how to make lace, and it is cer- 
tain that the majority of the work- 
men who can do so actually make lace 
in the winter time, either regularly 
throughout the dead season, or during 
the periods when their funds are low 
and no better-paid work is to be had. 
The value of the lace made by these 
tireless workers must be very great. 
It is-admitted that lace to the value 
of over a million francs is exported 
annual from Belgium, and it is 
known that this estimate is far below 
the truth. The value of the lace made 
and not exported has never been cal- 
culated. Whatever the value of the 
work of the Flemish lacemakers may 
be, the total amount of their earnings 
by it must be infinitesimal in compari- 
son with the total amount paid tog the 
lace by those who wear it. 
The contrast between the summer 
and the winter occupations of these 
Piemish workers, between their horny 
hands and the delicate lace work they 
do, te dramatic, but it ts a contrast 
in things Unessential. Though these 
men are imarticulate they have the 
souls of artists, and weave dreams into 
the meshes of their lace.

He does not claim, if 
one Jew excels in knowledge, in right- 
eousness, in virtue or in wealth, all 
the Jews should be adjudged learned,

faults, and failings and foibles, of 
which a Jew may have been proven 
guilty.

MANY ACRES IN GRAIN. 

H. C. Hubbard, one of the pioncers 
of the San Fernando Valley, who has 
lived here since 1875, has been engaged 
all these thirty-four years in the rais- 
ing of wheat and barley without irri- 
gation. Some years he and his part- 
ner, Mr. Wright, have not made any 
profit, but other years they have made 
as high as $30,000 profit on 3500 acres, 
which they farm. Mr. Hubbard is an 
enthusiastic bellever in the future of 
San Fernando and the valley adjacent. 
They raise wheat on a large scale, 
eighty acres a day being plowed and 
sown in the fall, and sixty acres a day 
is harvested in the summer. The har- 
vesting is done by steam power, but 
the plowing is found to be more eco- 
nomically done by horses. The wheat 
raised in the San Fernando Valley 
amounts to about 1.000.000 bushels an- 
nually, and is all ground into flour or 
otherwise consumed in Los Angeles.

SAN FERNANDO MISSION.

AT FIRST. 

At first the new movement aroused 
savage opposition in two directions. 
Some of the churchmen denounced it 
as if it were an instrument of evil in- 
stead of good. Most of the middle 
class regarded it with scorn, ridiculed 
ite methods and slurred its motives. 
The street ruffians frequently tried to 

k up the meetings and assaulted. 
and beat the speakers. There were 
many shocking scenes and some that 
were revolting.

My mother soon came to 
us. At first I attended a cheap pri- 
vate school. My education was ragged, 
and I did not speak English very well. 
Ultimately my father took me to the 
principal of the High School. I was 
admitted simply because I was a 
refugee, b my teachers helped me 
at their homes at night, and I was 
graduated when I was 18 years old. In 
the meantime I collected my father’s 
accounts, visiting alleys, cellars and 
garretts, and learning much about the 
poor, whom I found, on the whole, to 

„ honest, punctual and generous.” 

Did you begin to study law imme- 
diately after your graduation? 

‘No; I and a young friend, now a 
physician, spent six months in Fu- 
rope, mostly on foot. My father de- 

a me to visit his old home and 
get acquainted with my relatives. On 
my return to St. Louis 1 read and 
studied in a haphazard way for almost 
a year. My father, of course. wanted 
tne to be a physician, but I had no 
taste for medicine.

talked to me of Dickens, Whackeray 
and Scott. I bought a book for 60 
cents entitled ‘British Eloquence,’ and, 
on reading the speeches of Pitt, Burke, 
Erskin, Macaulay and others, began 
to look for a place in some law office. 
My lawyer friend said I was a dream- 
er, but he gave me good advice. I 
studied in. two offices. The son of my 
first preceptor was afterward my part- 
ner. Mrs. Nagel is the daughter of 
my second preceptor. I was graduated 
from the St. Louis Law School at the 
age of 23. 

“I was ready for the bar, but my. 
father and mother returned to Ger- 
many and I accompanied them. My 
iafther took lectures in medicine for a 
year at his old university, and I took 
lectures in law. I slept in an aban- 
doned kitchen on an iron bed, heard 
coneerts by military bands, visited art 
galleries every day, and listened io 
Mommsen, who «lectured on ancient 
history, and to Gneist, the great Ger- 
man authority,on the common law. 
When I hung out my shingle in St. 
Loufs I was 350 in debt.” 
“What were your experiences the 
first year?” 

“A man dislikes to talk about the 
days when he rarely had 25 cents in 
is pocket with which to pay for his 
luncheon. Still I got along. My 
friends thought [I was visionary and 
were tacking in confidence. The 
thought of Nagel being a lawyer made 
them laugh. However, I wasn't per- 
soually known to every one in St.

My firm has always 
peer successful, but not in the way I 
have recently reed about it in the 
newepapers. We never accepted em- 
ployment from a large corporation 
when it prevented us from engaging in 
ge eral practice or deprived us of the 
liberty of conducting our own affairs.”

“We were asked by the Waters- 
Pierce Oj) Company to ascertain in 
what way, if any. that concern was 
not complying with the laws of Mis; 
Sour. We did some business in that 
connection, and were given to under- 
stand we should be in control of the 
litigation growing out of the suit 
brought aaginst the company by Her- 
bert 8. Hadley. Attorney-General! of 
the State. When we learned that we 
were not to be in control, we attempt- 
ed to withdraw from the case. I was 
interested, as a lawyer, in the ques- 
tions involved, and should have liked 
to manage the case for the defendants. 
However, other and perhaps better 
counse! was followed. In the end we 
were asked to send a bill for our serv- 
ices. We made no bill. and we re- 
ceived na money. Our fees from first 
to last in work for which we charged 
amounted, possibly. to $8000." 

“In 1898, during a strike of street 
railway employés, you organized a 
company of deputy sheriffs?" 

“At the outset I sympathized with 
the men. I opposed a suggestion to 
call on the authorities in Washington 
because the transportation of the 
mails was being interfered with: Such 
an appeal, I said, would be interpreted 
as an attempt to drag the national 
government into the case by the hair 
of the head.

LITERARY CHIT CHAT. 


Emerson Hough was born in Iowa. 
His people were southerners and- the 
family a very old one, dating back to 
1683. He was a bookish boy, yet 
fond of out-of-doors. After gradua- 
tion from the State University of 
Iowa, he read law in the office of II. 8. 
Winslow for a year or less and was 
admitted to the bar at Newton. Then 
he went to White Oaks, N. M.— just 
why it would be hard to tell, for 
White Oaks is the last place in the 
world for anybody to select to prac- 
tice law in. In a year.or so, Mr. 
Hough and the other lawyers got 
the town all tied up, and most of 
them walked back to the States. More 
than twenty years later Mr. and Mrs. 
Hough went down that way to see 
the boys 
were still there and still hopeful. 
They think they are going to have a 
railroad any century now, although 
no railroad can get up that cafion any 
more than a church steeple. 

While Mr. Hough was in New Mex- 
ico and doing five-finger exercises in 
his law practice, he began to write 
for the old American Field. Then 
his father failed in business, and it 
was up to Emerson to hustle for the 
family. He tried to break into news- 
paper work at Des Moines, Sandusky 
and Chicago, but did not land any- 
where until about 1888, when he took 
tharge of the western office of Forest 
and Stream, a position which he held 
for fifteen years. During that period 
he went hunting and fishing pretty 
much all over America. 

In 189% he printed his first little 
book, “The Singing Mouse“ stories. 
It attracted little attention. The Story 
of the Cowboy,” published in 1597, 
fared better. Theodore Roosevelt, not 
then President, wrote Mr. Hough a 
most glowing letter about it. Under 
this encc uragement he sat up and be- 
gan to notice things, to the exten“ of 


pwriting “The Girl at the Halt Way 
House. It was hard work to do 
these as he was obliged to 


write after midnight and to solicit 
advertising the next day. Not until 
the Appearance of “The 
Eubble,“ n 1902, did success really 
cone his «ay. but then, indeed, it 
caine his Way in large and elegant 
quantities. 

Mr. Hough's favorite sports are 
grvily-bear hunting. qual hunting 
and trout fishing, to which must be 
add-a a pass tor old mahogany.

| THE PASSING INDIAN. 


Sad Story of the Tehachepis and Their 


Last Great Chief- 
tain. 


The following letter comes from 
Cate M. Cuddeback: 

I wish every one cared for the 
Tehachipi Indians as I do—that you 
could understand and sympathize with 
them in the forlorn, pathetic state they 
are in today. For fifty years now, they 
have been crowded and coaxed and 
driven farther and farther out, until 
today you can tell an Indian settle- 
ment as far away as you can see it. 
for they have come to understand they 
are just Indlans, and must not try 
to settle near a spring of water, nor 
where the hustling white man can get 
in with a plow and half-way plant a 
ragged crop of grain—probably twenty 
sacks from 160 acres, where in the 
— the Indians planted only as much 
corn as his family and ponies would 
and depended on berries and 
wild game for further sustenance. Of 
course, they had no ambition or de- 
sire to acquire wealth, and further 
luxuries; not even were they as we 
would call comfortable, but they were 
peaceful and ap += & In the daytime 
all was very quiet. Before dawn 
even, the bucks were off for a deer 
or bear, which cooked in every form 
possible over an open fire, was the 
foundation of every meal. Before sun- 
rise a thin blue smoke arose from the 
little huts and wig-wams, and the 
camp was astir—with muc hos and 
measly dog’. That's the only fault 
I have to find with the Indian. He 
will not have a decent dog, or feed 
him half enough. The Indian's dog is 
invariably a long body, bench-legged 
style of dog, and very 
I think a smoke 

up more 
slowly and straighter than the In- 
dians themselves. 

If it happens to be ye 4 or early 
summer, the squaws and children set 
out to gather the two wild flower 
seeds, used so much as food—*chio,” 
which, I have noticed, grows higher 
up in the mountains—and is in reality 
the seed of the old flower or herb 
“horse-mint.” They “sieve it through 
a basket as it is gathered, saving 
only the hard seeds, which are boiled 
about two hours, then strained, eaten 
cold, or a thin porridge. The best 
dish (while not an Indian myself, I 
have camped and very nearly ‘lived 
among them) is the “coco” 
This weed grows in vast quantities and 
is so uficomfortable to walk in when 
dry and ripe, being really the com- 
mon fire weed, which, when it is young 
and green, is a great cattle food. The 
squaws gather it in July, when every- 
thing is well warmed up, and about the 
time we are wilting down a white 
unen dress and prayi that fire- 
crackers and fireworks will have been 
done away with by our next national 
day celebration. The coco is gath- 
e in the same manner, but is light 
and flakey, and much better to eat 
than a lot of the prepared cereals we 
use. Old Soledo, the mother of the 
Piute Indians, says “make you strong 
the Hon.“ 

The hunters get in camp by noon- 
day, but it is nearly sundown before 


the reapers come in. The fall harvest 
is best of all, I think. It is Septem- 
w they gather the pineoné, 


which is not an ordinary pine nut, 
but grows on low, very resinous pines 
in dry. hot hills. The burrs and nuts 
are green in color. The squaws beat 
and shake the burrs down, then dig 
a kind of trench, throw them in, cover 
boughs and burn them— 
roast the burr and the 


and then are ready for use as a winter 


The squaws weave baskets of the 
willow-sepumbah grass, and roots of 
the witch hazel for coloring: 

Special work of the Tehachepi In- 
dian is the diamond pattern, with the 
mountain quail top-knot fringe at the 
top edge of the baskets. 

At the twilight hour, when supper 
is Over, all gather in the one s ing- 
room. It the night is cool a little 
open fire is lighted in the center of 
the room, there being no floor, and 
the fragrance of the smoking, crack- 
ling juniper wood is as an incense 
The younger ones fall asleep to the 
monotonous crooning iullaby of te 
Indian mothers, and the men sit on 
the ground, cross-legged, and smoke 
and dream, and seem to see something 
far off, and unless in a mood for talk- 
ing merely grunt ‘or nod in response 
to your questions. But if he wants to 
keep you there, if he likes you, it is 
different. After you have eaten, you 


are asked to sit awhile.. The older 
men tell stories of the s before 
the white man came. Some of the 


superstitions are revealed, and these 
are very interesting. 

Every one who has been in the des- 
ert or mountains knows the coyote, 
and his howl, and how he changes it 
from joy to sorrow. Sometimes, on 
these white moonlight nights espe- 


and yelping in short, jerky yelps, all 
at one time, when in reality it is a 
lone coyote, when he takes his tall 


in his mouth and howls, at the same any 


time whirling rapidly round and 
round. Jack of the Piutes says he is 
telling of a „ cold winter coming. 

Rattlesnakes, owls and coyotes are 
very wise and sacred creatures. The 
Indians fear and ay, eee them. 

Another story that Jack told me was 
that before the white man came to 
Kern county the coyotes gave them 
warning as to thé evil flrewater the 
white man carried. A large circle of 
coyotes formed around one who took 
a drink from a muddy pool of water, 
then he howled and leaped and drank 
again, and so on until they were all 
drinking and howling and rolling on 
the ground, Thus did the coyote tell 
of the | fatal day when the Indian 
learned what firewater was, and, oh, 
how many, many good men in our own 
race have learned it, too! 

The owl foretelis death and ap- 
proaching enemies, and the rattle- 
snake tells where to find water, and 
you are magically protected from ene- 
mies and health if his hide or 
rattles are near your head.

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’ THE CHURCHES AND AMUSEMENTS. 
MUSEMENTS cannot be eliminated out of our 
lives. The child is a natural mimic and takes to 
“play acting” as naturally as to speaking. Dan- 

cing comes to the child by inheritance next to walking. 

The adult mind needs relaxation as much as the body. 

i to making a living and learning to live right the 
most important thing in life is amusement. It cannot 

be done away with. 

‘Our greatest temptations come in our leisure hours 
when the body is idle, the mind in relaxation and of 
of its guard. The lines of the old hymn, “For Satan 
still for idle hands to Go,” are pro- 
found philosophy. 

Woe are dealing with the known, admitted facts of 
life and meed not concern ourselves with academic or 
any abstruse theories. These thoughts may to some 
seem superficial. If they are it is because they have 
worked out to the surface in long years of actual ex- 
perience, and not because they are in any sense trivial. 
They are as important as they are commonly known. 

The fact that temptation lies in amusement has at 
all times attracted the attention of the churches. Games 
were in their origin probably nearly all simply con- 
tests of strength, dexterity, skill or shrewdness. To 


_ Sive zest to the contest a gage or bet was a very natu- 
_ Fal suggestion. And thus gambling became a part of 


our amusements. The test of strength or skill was a 
stimulus to individual development, and tended to lift 
the race to higher planes. The gambling feature de- 
based the sport and made games very dangerous to the 


child mimics all it sees, and so the play sprang 
life. The portrayal of the passions and conflicts 


raised a laugh in the audience. Plays which portrayed 
virtues only were not popular because they presented a 
false view of life. Where only common virtues were 
exhibited that did not make a striking scene. Such 
were too common. Among civilized people flagrant sin 
and gross vice have not been of the web and woof of 
everyday life: So the “heavy villain” became a neces- 
sity to the play. 


No vice is more ingrained in the race than licentious- 
ness. Naturally it took its place on the stage. Some 
ages, some nations, have been more prurient than oth- 
ers. The Romans of the times of the Caesars were 
very licentious. Therefore the plays of that era are 


gross in their portrayal of carnal vices. 


Thus the churches, being the teachers of morals, 
have at various times been called upon to discuss 
amusements, and games of chance and theaters have 
attracted most the attention of the preachers. These 
are fitting subjects for pulpit oratory provided they 
are fittingly discussed. To discuss these topics fittingly 
the preacher will accomplish most if he recognizes the 
fact that amusement is a necessary part of human life, 


that it cannot be eliminated, but that all the churches 


can do is to strive to regulate the forms of amuse- 
ment. Nor will they accomplish much by perpetual 
denunciation. Gamblers and stage people do not fre- 
quent churches much. The men and women who play 
games for gain and who enjoy plays that are gross are 
not reached from the pulpit as a rule. The preacher 
who in measured terms, not in rancor, but in reason, 
points out to his own people the evils of gambling, the 
unfitness of plays that make a jest of human passion, 
for the eyes or ears of religious people, does the most 
effective work. 


The playwright does not produce the ribald drama 
because he enjoys it, nor does the manager put it on 
because he wishes to revel in its risqué situations or 
jests. The players do not care much for the lines for 
their own sake, They are all more or less nauseated 
with these things, and are often heard to pronounce 
lines, situations and plays to be “rotten’’ which the 
audience think “fine.” From the author to the sou- 
brette, the one idea is to produce a play which will pay. 
The licentious play holds the boards because the people 
who go to the theaters want that kind of thing. The 
taste may be acquired and corrupt, but it exists or the 
plays would be withdrawn. 


But have the churches done all they should do when 
they have denounced gambling, saloons and theaters, or 
when they have warned those who belong to them to 
abstain from such dangerous ways of amusement? 
The answer depends on whether the churches have done 
all possible by the denunciation and warning. And 
that takes us back to the necessity human beings find 
to seek amusement. The gaming tables, race tracks, 
saloons and theaters will never be forsaken even by all 
those who are more or less religious, and by all those 
who try to do their duties as church people, until some 
form of amusement is found which will meet the needs 
of life. As to the irreligious, there is no hope of win- 
ning them away so long as there is no other place to 
go. The young are in greatest danger. When they 
acquire the habit, it is almost impossible to break it. 


We make bold to say that the congregation which has 


only a church building where religious rites are per- 
formed a few times a week, churches which are con- 


tent with the stated religious services are not pursu- 


ing the best course to keep voung men from the gam- 
ing table, nor young men and women from the licen- 
tious play, nor any men from the saloons, The churches 
which institute reading-rooms, furnish lectures of real 
interest, innocent amusement, simple refreshments at 
the nickel a glass of beer costs will do the work, if it 
is done at all. Lectures on the Ten Commandments 
and Bible classes will not meet the difficulty. That 
may do for those saved from sin, but will not reach 
those yet in sin. 

These considerations are sinking deep into the minds 
of preachers, and churches are taking up just that kind 
of work. It will be well to keep in mind that the weak 
and erring are to be reached. Too narrow limits must 
not be set to the work. Take one thing. Should those 
who com to the church place of amusement be debarred 
from a smoke? Then thousands will never be reached. 
Of course there is the danger of contamination. But if 
those who are saved are fixed enough in their prin- 
ciples to decline to smoke while a weaker brother in- 
dulges, will not the example count for more than re- 
pression? If the erring are to be won to right, the 
weakness which led them astray must be counted with. 
Faith is a cardinal virtue, and hope is an anchor to the 
soul. But the queen of all virtues is tolerant charity, 
which sets the eternal welfare of another above our 
own pet hobbies. Zeal is a great thing in the reformer. 
But the zeal whose root is love is always tolerant, and 


sure to prove effective.

AN OBJECT LESSON. 


TRAVELS AMONG THE PEOPLE WHO PAY 


THE WAR BILLS.

SAKA (Japan.)—During the past two months

The Japanese farms are, on the average, not 


‘more than two acres in size, and only 15 per cent. of 


all the holdings are of more than four acres. 


The ownership is widely scattered. There are, alto- 
gether, about 8,000,000 families engaged in agriculture, 
and many of these have their whole living from two 


acres of ground. 


Others have small tracts of their own 


and rent more. As it is today, only about one-half of 
the land is worked by the owners. The rest is farmed 
by tenants who pay a proportion of the crops or high 


money rents. 


But come with me and take a look at the farming 


country. It is nothing like that 


of America. 


There are no barns nor haystacks. There are no 
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big fields and no cattle nor horses. The ordinary 
Japanese farmer would look upon a Pennsylvania bank 
barn as a temple, and worship in it if he saw fit. He 


and a Percheron horse or a Shorthorn cow would be as 
much out of place on his little tract as the traditional 
bull in the china shop. This is so, notwithstanding 
there are something like 2,000,000 cattle and horses 
in Japan. Most of them, however, are used for freight- 
ing or as draft animals to carry goods over the coun- 
try. They are always kept up, and one never sees them 
roaming about or feeding alone in the fields. The cart 
is the chief farm vehicle, and it is more often hauled 
by men or bullocks than by horses. 


All Hand Labor. 


On the other hand, the American farmer would be 
lost if he came to Japan If he brought along a reap- 
ing machine, his horses would tramp down his neigh- 
bor’s crops while turning it around in his fields; and, 
as for a thrasher, the people would mob him for taking 
away the work from the laboring classes. He could 
not use his plows without he bought up a whole county, 
and his fences would be useless to say the least. He 
would be surprised at every step at the methods of

harvesting wheat. After the grain is cut, it has to be 
pulled from the straw and be husked before it can be 
used. If you will take a sheaf of ripe oats and then 
pull them over a cross-cut saw, fastened to a piece of 
wood about the height of a table,. so that all the grains 
are torn off, you will have a fair idea of how the Japa- 
nese get their rice from the straw. The grains are still 
in the husks, and the husks have to be taken off before 
it can be used. This is mostly done by hand, 
grains in the shell being put in a mortar and pounded 
with a wooden pestle until the kernels are free. Some 
of the farmers have rice mills, worked by water, and 
others hulling machines, worked by hand. Much of the 


rice is winnowed by machinery, small hand mills being 
used.

Educating the Farmers. 


Indeed, the farmers ot Japan are rapidly changing. 
There are public schools everywhere, and the boys and 
girls of the country communities attend them. Nearly 
every man can read and write, and most of the land- 
holders know what is going on as to scientific cultiva- 
tion. The government is doing a great deal along the 
lines of agricultural education. It has big agricultural 
colleges at Tokio and Sapporo; and there are thirty-six 
Smaller colleges which are teaching theoretical and 
practical farming in the towns and prefectures. There 
are special colleges in Kyoto devoted to the art of silk 
culture, and instruction is also given in tea raising and 
in the other specialties of Japan. 

The government has 310 traveling lecturers, who go 
from town to town aud from district to district preach- 
ing advance agriculture to the farmers and instructing 
them as to insects, fertilizers and various crops. Some 
of these men are present at every agricultural show, 
and attend also to the experimental farming carried on 
at the public expense. 

Japan has now more than 200 experimental stations, 
and there are other experimental stations established 
by the farmers themselves. The first of these stations 
were organized by men from our Agricultural Depart- 
ment, and there have been many American professors 
in the colleges. Among the experimental stations is 
‘one for the study of the tea plant and of all modes for 
curing the leaves and preparing them for the market. 


Within the past few years Japan has done a great 
deal to improve its live stock. It had practically none 
of much value at the time that Commodore Perry came 
It has now a million cattle and a million horses, 
and one can buy good beef at all of the ports. When 
I first came to Japan it was impossible to get anything 
t tinned butter. There are now numerous dairies, 
butter, unsalted, is sold in most of the cities. 
masses of the people use neither butter nor meat. 


The most of the soldiers who went from the farms to 
Manchuria to fight the Russians there made their first 
' aequaintance with beef in the consumption of canned 
meats from America, and it is ble from this that 
a demand for meat may spring up. 

As to cattle, the government has now an imperial 
breeding farm which is supplied with animals pur- 
chased by experts who were sent abroad for the pur- 
pose.

Japanese Horees. 


The Japanese are doing all they can to improve their 
horses. The Emperor has a number of studs and horse 
farms, and his men are importing animals for their 
improvement every year. He has Arabs, trotters, thor- 
oughbreds and hackneys, altogether numbering about 
500 stallions and mares. There is now a horse admin- 
istration bureau, which is under the control of the

nures better than we do, and by applying them directly 
to the plants are able to get better resuits. Every bit 
of stable manure is saved, and notwithstanding the 
comparatively small number of animals that now used 
in a year is valued’ at almost $25,000,000. Another 
fertilizer which is largely purchased is fish guano. 
This is made by boiling down herring for their oil, 
the refuse being sold to the farmers. Such manure 
brings in millions of dollars a year, and just now a 
great deal is coming from Saghalien, the lower part of 
which island Japan got from Russia. The herrring 
fisheries there are valuable, yielding an oil cake which 
is shipped to Japan. 


One of the most important fertilizers of the Japanese 
farmer is night soil, which is used to the amount of 
$25,000,000 annually. This is saved in city, village and 
country, and it has a regular market value. You can 
smell the wagons carrying this stuff at certain hours 
every night in any Japanese city, and at these hours it 
is best to remain in one’s hotel. Such manure is fer- 
mented in wells covered with straw awnings to keep out 
the rain. It is dipped out in buckets and sprinkled 
directly upon the plants. For this reason the average 
foreigner who understands anything about Japanese 
gardening will not eat salads nor any new vegetables 
unless cooked. 


How the State Helps the Farmers. 


This country has a live, up-to-date Department of 
Agriculture, It is associated with the Ministry of Com- 
merce, and it deals with almost everything that comes 
out of the soil. It has branches devoted to insect dis- 
eases, to fertilizers and to stock raising. The nation is 
doing all it can to make two blades of grass grow 


where one has grown before; and it is trying to open 


up new areas to cultivation. Japan has been farmed 
for more than 2000 years, and it is difficult to find 
much good unoccupied land. Every available foot 
seems to be used, but by changing the hills, and more 
particularly by consolidating the holdings of owners 
who have small tracts in the same Wistrict, much has 


been done, As it is now, the fields are of all shapes. 


Here one spreads out like a fan, there one is square 
and further on is a triangular patch. The country is 
made up of patches of all shapees and sizes, but none 
contains more than an acre or so. The government has 
persuaded the farmers of certain localities by means of 
the exemption of taxation on their lands for certain 
time to unite or exchange their holdings so that they 
may make rectangular fields and thus do away with 
many of the boundaries and paths. This has not only 
increased the area, but has brought about better farm- 
ing and bigger crops. Some land has been redeemed in 
the Hokkaido, or as we call it, Yezo: and there 18 
something like 700,000 acres of new land there. Lands 
are being opened up in Formosa, and an attempt is be- 
ing made to fill up the waste lands of Korea. 


At present the farming country is overstocked with 
people, and most of the farmers have some sort of 


house industry which they carry on while not engaged 


in cultivating the soil. In this way the winters are 
not wasted as in our country, and the nation materially 
adds to its manufactured products. 

This phase of ee is encouraged by the govern- 
ment. 

Here are some of the occupations that the farmers fol- 
low during the idle seasons. They make starch, mac- 
aroni, jam and dried fruits. They manufacture straw 
braid, mat facings and the mats used for rearing silk- 
worms. They make baskets of all kinds, bags for char- 
coal, straw ropes, straw rain coats and straw hats. In 
many of their houses weaving goes on and in some they 
manufacture silk and paper. Some of them burn char- 
coal, others make lime, and others refine camphor. 

One feature of the government help is a part of the 
Japanese banking system. There is one big bank, the 
Hypothec, with a capital of $5,000,000, which loans out 
money to farm districts and to farmers’ associations, 
and even to individuals upon real estate security. It 
gives long-time loans, payable by installments and at 
a low rate of interest, and it also issues savings bonds, 
in denominations as low as $2.50, for the encourage- 
ment of thrift. 


And then there is the Industrial Bank of Japan, with 
a business of somewhat the same nature, which has a 
capital of about $8,000,000 and a number of agricultural 
and industrial banks, each of which has a capital of 
which work in combination with the 
Hypothec Bank in loaning to farmers and to the cities, 
towns and villages upon long time and at low interest.

OF HIS GRAND- DAUGHTER.

“Daughter,” said the colonel one evening, after the 
child had been put to bed and he had rearranged his 
toilet, “what do you contemplate doin’ with that streak 
Oo sunshine?“ 


“Why, I’m going to take the best possible care of her,” 
answered young Mrs. Sneed, “and try to make a good 
woman of her.” 

“You're not figurin’ on makin’ an actress or an artist 
or a stenographer out of her, are you?“ 

“No,” laughed the daughter-in-law, “I haven’t got that 
far along yet. But why do you ask?“ 

“Well, I didn’t know. It seems like every woman’s 
got to have a mission these days, one that’s different 
from the original, and I thought maybe you'd laid out a 
brilliant career, with plenty of handclaps and bouquets — 
in it. I'm mighty glad to know that makin’ a good 
woman of her is all you’ve got in mind. Understand, 
I'm not sayin’ she couldn't have what they call a career 
an’ be a good woman at the same time, but I’ve got a 
kind of an old-fashioned notion that the finest thing on 
earth is a good wife and a good mother. 


“Anyhow, the makin’ of a good woman is a big enough 
job for any mother to tackle. I’ve always had a belief 
that there was more care necessary in raisin’ girls than 
in raisin’ boys. It’s a good deal the same difference as 
there is between a post oak saplin’ and a rose bush. 
One can pretty nearly take care of itself, but it takes a 
lot o' watchin’ and a lot o' trainin’ to bring out all the 
bloomin’ beauty o the other. When the Lord makes a 
woman he plants within her the seeds of some qualities 
that when they grow up and blossom form the main 
difference between her character an’ that of a man’s. 
We can’t exactly define em, but we know that they're 
there, and we also know that women are more attrac- 
tive, more lovely, and more lovable in proportion to the 
development of those qualities within em. 

“Put all these qualities together, add em up, and 
you've got what we call womanliness. That's a mighty 
big word, and it takes in nearly all the virtues that we 
can understand as well as some we can recognize but 
can’t quite place. It means purity an’ goodness an’ 
sympathy and tenderness an’ modesty an’—but it’s no 
use tryin’ to analyze it. We know what it means even 
if we don't know why we know it, an’ we're mighty sure 
it’s worth all the time an’ trouble it takes to produce it. 
For it does take time and trouble. It's very seldom that 
womanliness grows wild. It’s got to be developed by 
cultivation, what the high-browed farmers at the State 
University call intensive cultivation. 5 

Now, my dear, I’m just a man, an' I’ve got no right 
to set myself up as a counsellor for mothers, but some- 
times it’s worth while to know how a man looks at those 
things, even if he does make a kind of a fool of him- 
self by mixin’ in. I’ve got a notion, in the first place, 
that you can’t begin trainin’ a girl too soon. There isn’t 
anything new about that idea, but it seems to me that 
what used to be the rule is gettin’ to be the exception, 
an’ babies are left to grow up pretty much as they 
please, on the theory, I reckon, that it’s no use to do 
anything until they get old enough to understand. Well, 
I’ve found out, and I guess you have, too, that babies 
begin to understand the minute they open their eyes, an 
the time to begin on the job of makin’ a woman is the 
day she’s born. 

“An’ the first thing she ought to learn, my dear, is 
that her mother is the greatest and best woman on 
earth, and that what she says to do must be done, be- 
cause it’s right. Now, you can’t make her believe that 
just by tellin’ her so. Every baby, particularly every 
girl baby, has to be shown. You may fool her for a 
while, but sooner or later she’s goin’ to get your true 
measure, an’ if it isn't up to the standard, there'll be a 
loss of confidence, which is the first step toward failure 
in domestic affairs as well as in business. So it’s up 
to you to make good; to be yourself what you want your 
daughter to be. That, I admit, is a pretty large order, 
for it's a whole lot easier to tell others what to do than 


to do it ourselves, an' the hardest place to live up to a 


standard is the place where it’s the most needed—at 
home. But all the same it’s worth doin’. 

“Another thing that she ought to find out pretty early 
is that her mother is not her slave. That’s an impres- 
sion it's mighty easy to fix an’ mighty hard to get rid 
of. Also, it’s one that spoils more fine material for the 
makin’ of good women than anything else I know of. 
It’s natural for the mother to want to do everything she 
can for her child, an’ the child isn't to be blamed for 
lettin’ her do it, but she mighty soon gets in the habit 
of dependin’ on mother, and that .means the develop- 
ment of selfishness an’ the ‘oss of self-reliance, either 
one Of which cuts out all hope of makin’ a womanty 
woman of her. Nothin’ makes my blood boil harder 
than to see a girl sit in the parlor an’ bang the piano 
while her mother bends over the dish pan. And yet 
nine times out of ten it’s the mother’s fault. A girl, no 
matter what her station in life, should learn right at 


the start that she has something to do in the world be- 
‘sides giggle and look pretty. She ought to be taught 


what to do and how to do, and then, if necessary, made 

to do. But if you begin right and begin early you'll 

never have to force her, and when you get respect for 

mother, as well as love, firmly established in a girl’s 

mind an’ heart, you’ve gone a long ways in the makin’ 

of a good woman, a womanly woman.

On the first day of Lent in Italian Napies is produced 
a remarkable rag doll. Dressed in a black gown and 
white head-dress in crude imitation of a nun, she car- 
ries a distaff and spindle in rough-made hands, but has 
no sign of legs. In their place, one end.of a pointed 
stick is run into her body. The other end of this stick 
is fastened in an orange. This fruit bristles with seven 
quills representing the seven weeks of Lent, while sus- 
pended beneath is an osier hoop attached to which are 
a tiny bottle of wine, one of spirits, and “sample copies” 
of food permissible even to the faithful. On Ash 
Wednesday this effigy of Lent is hung out from a win- 
dow or swung on a rope fastened across a street from 
two windows. Each Saturday a quill is removed until 
box with not less than three leaves. He who can sur- 
prise his opponent by night or day by the sudden de- 
mand: Out with the green! when the other is box- 
less, or finds his spray reduced to less than three leaves, 
is the winner of a prize previously agreed upon, al- 
though the bargain may be renewed, and the loser given 
a chance to retrieve his luck. C 

Another old game Is the Pentoiaccio. A covered earth- 
enware pot filled with cakes and sweets is hung up at 
some village inn, the players in turn whacking at it 
with sticks until a lucky mortal breaks it and wins the 
prize Inside. 

At mid-Lent, the shop windows blossom out in tempt- 
ing little ladders made of sugar, while the street gam- 
ins stealthily fasten paper ladders to the backs of pass- 
ing women or draw ladders with hurried chalk upon 
these walking blackboards, running away with an imp- 
ish shout of glee: “She has it! She has it!” it has 
been suggested that the origin of this prank was the an- 
cient custom of fastening an effigy of Lent to the loggia 
of the Mercato Nuovo and going with a long ladder on

On Palm Sunday in Florence, not only are little 
crosses made of twisted palm sold at the church doors, 
but also are olive branches blessed and given to the 
people as symbols of the dove of peace—to be carried 
home and hung up on the wall, any dry leaves falling 
— burned in the fire, never swept away with a 

room. 


In Spain and some other Catholic countries, a curious 
old Ash Wednesday custom was known as the Burial of 
the Sardine, a small paper-covered coffin containing a 
bit of fish or of sausage carried in procession and 
buried with great ceremony. 

Not half so strange is this, however, as the Procession 
of the Herring that during the sixteenth century took 
place in the church of St. Remi at Rheims when all the 
clergy of the cathedral on their way to perform the sol- 
emn stations of the cross walked double file in a pro- 
cession headed by the crucifix, each canon dragging be- 
hind him a string with a herring attached to the end, at 
one and the same time endeavoring to keep the man fol- 
lowed him from stepping on his fish and trying his level 
best to step on the herring in front. 


In old England, the day before Shrove Tuesday was 
called Collop Monday, because on that day meat was 
cut up into collops or steaks and salted to keep until 
Lent should be over. A prank of Collop Monday even- 
ing was for mischievous boys to knock on doors with 
clubs, running away if there was any sound in the house, 
delighted if instead they could sheak in and carry off 
some trifle which was triumphantly exhibited in a con- 
spicuous place the next morning. 

Until the time of George I every Lenten season, in 
the precincts of the palace, an officer of the royal house- 
hold, in memory of St. Peter’s cock, would crow the time 
of night instead of the usual watchman calling the hours. 
On the first Ash Wednesday after the Hanoverian suc- 
cession as the Prince of Wales was sitting down to his 
supper, this officer appeared and lustily crowed ten. 
Supposing it was intended for an insult, the Prince 
sprang up in a rage, and it was with great difficulty that 
he was restrained from wreaking vengeance on the in- 
nocent offender. It was the last time that the cock 
crowed at court. 

A pretty mid-Lent custom in the same island world 
was for young men and young women servants and ap- 
prentices living a little distance from home to go visit 
their parents on this “Mothering” Sunday, taking with 


them some small gift. 


One favorite token of affection was a Simnell cake, a 
rich fruit cake both boiled and baked, the hard outer 
crust colored yellow with saffron and elaborately orna- 
mented. According to an amusing legend, the first Sim- 
nell cake was made by an old couple, the husband named 
Simon, the wife Nelly. The cake, intended for a sur- 
prise for their children, was quickly mixed out of ma- 
terials that happened to be at hand, but a lively dispute 
arose whether the mixture should be boiled or baked—so 
lively, in fact, that Nelly broke a broom over her hus- 
band and Simon “fractured a stool thrown at his wife. 
After which relief to their bottled-up emotions the bro- 
ken broom was used for fuel while the cake was boiling, 
and the broken stool during the baking hour. 

Very different from the simple, homely habit of Eng- 
land’s “Mothering Sunday” was a magnificent custom of 
that same day at Rome—the blessing of the Golden Rose 
by the Pope and its bestowal upon the Catholic member 
of a royal or noble family, a great general, a noted 
church or republic. as a supreme mark of approval. At 
first the Golden Rose was a single flower, but later a 
whole branch with leaves and thorns was exquisitely 
wrought, all of pure gold, a full-blown rose at the top of 
the stem, a superb ruby for a bud, the one sent by Pope 
Clement IX to the Queen of France being valued at 
8000 francs. 

Years ago at Paris, Mi-caréme became the special 
féte day of the washerwomen, each district in the city 
selecting a queen of suds who rode in a magnificent float 
in that day’s pageant while the evening was given up to 
a ball. 

In 1896, while the students of the Latin Quarter held 
wild revel with these blanchissenses, the older Bohe- 
mians, the artists and writers of Montmartre, instituted 
the Procession of the Mad Cow, when all the gay world 
of that section turned their bitter experiences of life 
into a jest, one of the most amusing features of the car- 
nival being poor old Pegasus held by two deputy Sher- 
iffs for the debts of the poet mounted on his back.

For 
example, there is a large silk-covered egg that repre- 
sents the body of a wheeled chariot, which is drawn by 
children costumed as rabbits. A chick, looking out of 
the egg, drives the vehicle, which is further adorned by 
imitation wheat ears and real pussy willows.

| Pure Water by Condensation. ‘ 
In the big desert of Chile there is a considerable 
amount of brackish water, but no water that either 
human beings or stock can drink. Science, however, 
has come to the aid of this rainless section of the country 


in the form of an ingenious desert water works consist- 


ing of a series of frames containing 20,000 square feet of 
glass. The panes of glass are arranged in the shape of 
a V, and under each pane is a shallow pan containing 
brackish water. 

The heat of the sun evaporates the water, which con- 
denses upon the sloping glass and. made pure by this 
operation, it runs down into little channels at the bot- 
tom of the V and is carried away into the main.canal. 
Nearly a thousand gallons of fresh water is collected 
daily by this means.—[Popular Mechanics. 


Has Harnessed the Sun. 


George 8. Cove, a well-known Boston inventor, has 
perfected an apparatus for storing the sun’s rays and 
utilizing the heat energy thus developed to generate an 
electric current sufficiently brilliant to light his work- 
shops. In two days of sunshine the device generates 
and stores enough electricity to last six days. The ap- 
paratus consists of a framework placed where it receives 
the direct rays of the sun. This framework of thin steel 


is divided into squares, each of which contain sixty- 


one plugs. These project from cement, and come in 
contact with a thick glass through which the sun 
strikes. Filled in around the plugs is a body of heat- 
absorbing material. The plugs are connected in series 


the two ends of the plugs generates the electric current.

In Virginia, and it may be 
so in other States, when a new county is erected, a 
court building is constructed as a rule near the cen- 
ter of the county. This building may be put up in a 
field or a grove by the side of a main highway or at 
the junction of two or more roads. This is the Court- 
house. Then a few stores, dwellings and offices spring 
up around the court building. The village itself is 
also called the “Courthouse,” prefaced with the name 
of the county. The court building burns, interests want 
the county seat removed to another part of the county, 
or other causes bring it about and the court building 
is set up elsewhere. A new village springs up and the 
old one decays. 


Fifteen years ago the court building of Appomattox 
county was destroyed by fire and a new building was 
erected three miles southwest and on the Norfolk and 
Western Railroad near what was in Civil War times 
Appomattox Station. Part of the old village of Appo- 
mattox remains, but in great dilapidation. Only two 
or three of the houses are inhabited. The others stare 
at one with broken doors and windows. Porticos have 
collapsed and roofs are falling. 


The home of Wilmer McLean, in the parlor of which 
the articles of surrender were agreed on and signed, 
and where Grant and Lee had their only meeting at 
Appomattox, is a ruinous heap. It was torn down in 
1892 for removal to and reconstruction at the Chicago 
Columbian Exposition, but that is as far as the project 
went—the demolition of the house. The garden of the 
house is piled with the brick and lumber. There is a 
patriotic society of women which has as its aim the 

purchase of tne McLean house site and the restoration 
of the house. 


From the ruins of the old Courthouse a sweeping 
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which caused so much acrimonious discussion, is the 
only imposing marker on the fields of Appomattox. It 
stands in a clearing about fifty feet square in a piece of 
dense and dark pine land. One. face of the monument

“Though not entertaining the opinion you express of 
the hopelessness of further resistance, I reciprocate your 
desire to avoid useless effusion of blood, and therefore 
before considering your proposal, ask the terms you 
will offer on condition of its surrender.” 


On the morning of April 8 Grant wrote that “Peace 
being my great desire, there is but one condition I would 
insist upon, namely, that the men and officers surren- 
dered shall be disqualified for taking up arms against 
the government of the United States until properly ex- 
changed.” At midnight on April 8 Col. Charles A. 
Whittier of Humphreys’ staff brought a letter from 
Lee. In it he wrote that he did not think the emer- 
gency cailed for a surrender, but a restoration of peace 
being the sole object of all he would meet Grant at 10 
a.m., April 9, on the old stage road to Richmond, be- 
tween the picket lines of the two armies. 


Grant answered this letter that he had no authority 
to treat of anything but the surrender of the Army of 
Northern Virginia. Later in the day, Lee asked for an 
interview. Grant assented, and sent his answer by Col. 
Babcock, who delivered it to Lee, whom he found rest- 
ing by the roadside in an apple orchard, the trees still 
being bare of leaves or blossoms. The interview be- 
gan at Wilmer McLean's house near the Courthouse, in 
Appomattox village at half-past 1 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon, April 9. | ;

A Tramp WIr PHYLLIS INTO A 
MOUNTALN CANYON,

0 NE of the most interesting trips in this vicinity 


which may be enjoyed by the pedestrian is that 

from Altadena back into the mountains to the 
little mining camp called Dawn and from there by 
another route to where the street car can be taken 
again. To the seasoned mountain climber the trip 
should take little more than three or four hours. But 
when Phyllis and I make the trip, it takes us from early 
morning clear through a cloudless day until the lamps 
are lit in the valley and the sweet smells from a thous- 
and kitchens are rising above the housetops to announce 
the coming of dinner. We took the trip the other day. 
and we intend to take it again, for it is worth while. 


Phyllis and I started from Pasadena after an early 
breakfast, and when the street car dropped us at the 
corner of Mariposa and Lake avenues the whole valley 
as far as the eye could reach was covered with a dense 
fog. Little spirals of smoke were rising at places, and 
away off to the south were the twin peaks of Catalina, 
the island itself being still buried in the fog. But 
where we stood the fog had not ventured, and to the 


north stood the mountains, a bit hazy in the morning 


sun, giving a hint of great distance and of vast pleas- 
ure in the climbing of their dusky slopes. Our way 
led directly north up Lake avenue. , 


We pulled ourselves together and trudged silently 
toward the hills. Leaving the railroad tracks where 
they turn to the right on the way to Rubio Cafion and 
the Echo Mountain incline, we kept straight ahead un- 
til a wagon road left the street near the new Las Flores 
reservoir. This road we took, climbing steadily upward 
toward the mouth of the cafion whose flower-covered 
walls years ago were seen, blotch of bright color, by 
sailors out at sea and named “Las Flores.” the cafion 


_of flowers. Here is the little foothill ranch of William 
‘Twaddell, the genial, soft-voiced digger in the hills. 


“What's doing at the tunnels?” we ask as the owner 
of the place emerges from the barn with several i- 
favored dogs running and barking ahead.

We fill our pockets with oranges, take a drink at the 
running hydrant and continue on our way, anxious to 
get into the shadow of the scrub trees further along, as 
the sun's rays are growing warmer and the constant 
upward climb is telling on our wind. In a few min- 
utes we are in the cafion, and pause for rest. Twad- 
dell has worked up and down the rocky walls on both 
sides of the big rift in the mountain for years, expecting 
at any time to make a strike which would bring him 
wealth, He has run tunnels here and there only to 
be disappointed. Gold there has been and still is, but 
never in the desired quantities. He is never without 
hope, but he is always without the precious metal.

In some of them we hear water bubbling away 
back in the darkness, showing where the search for 
gold has brought water which is almost as valuable. 
Here is a new water tunnel starting right in the face 
ofa wall of rock. A trickle of water warrants the 
driving of a tunnel in search for a new supply. 

“Keep on going until you come to two tunnels to- 
gether,” directs the man who is blasting for the new 
tunnel. “It's about an eighth of a mile further. 
Theres a zigzag trail to the left. Follow that to the 
first small side cafion. Take this to the right, climbing 
up to the ridge. Then walk to the railroad.” 

The directions are plain, and promise an easy trail. 
But in fifteen minutes we are clambering up great rocks 
by main strength, with almost every foothold a preca- 
rious one, and with dislodged rocks and slipping soi! 
crashing down the slope hundreds of feet. Phyllis is 
game, and we work our way first to one side, then to 
the other, placing each foot carefully and often being 
obliged to dig a step in the soft rock before we can 
mount higher. 

Half-way up the boulder-marked watercourse, 
which ends above the railroad trestle, some 
hundreds of feet from the head of the canon, 
we are compelled to rest. Bracing ourselves 
with the heavy walking-sticks whicly have been 
most necessary to our progress, we eat an orange 
and recover our strength and our wind. A little fur- 
ther up, we come upon a pickax which has been lost 
by the laborers on the railroad above and which they 
have considered it impossible to recover. The thought 


- Causes our hearts to sink a bit, but it is easier to co 


up than to go down, at least safely, and so up we go. 
By the aid of bushes and a helping hand to each 
other now and then, we finally gain the track at a 
point probably a half-mile from the railroad station, on 
Echo Mountain, and now the exhilaration consequent 
On successfully overcoming the difficult climb makes us 
forget the fatigue, and we stand at ease mopping the 
perspiration from our brows and looking out over the 
valley in wonder and admiration. The fog has broken 
and almost disappeared. Here and there float fleecy 
remnants, but almost the whole valley from Eagle Rock 
Valley on the west to the Puente hills on the east. lies 
in the warm sunshine. There are few such 
Views in the world, and as we watch we feel pity for 


those who have not seen it in such a way and at such a 
time. 

We have occupied two hours in reaching the railroad 
at the head of Las Flores cafion. A half-hour would 
have sufficed had we come by car to Rubio and thence 
up the incline. I am _ inclined to believe that many 
would find the trip more to their liking to take the 
ear to the top of Echo Mountain, making the remainder 
of the trip afoot; or even to have followed the trail 
which starts at the mouth of Rubio Canon and zig- 
zags across the incline half-way up the slope. There 
is still much to do after the top of Echo is reached. 


It is about a mile up the Mt. Lowe track to where the 
Dawn trail begins. The railroad company has caused to 
be built pretty little “umbrella stations” at points along 
the mountain division, and the first one is labeled Camp 
Sierra. Here we sit and rest, taking a parting glimpse 
of Las Flores Cafion and of the further valley seen best 
from this point of vantage. When Prof. Lowe built 
his railroad, he named this point the “Cape of Good 
Hope,” and so it remains. It is the starting point for 
Camp Sierra, a charming little all-the-year-round camp 
on the lower ridge where the well-known “Camp Mer- 
ram“ formerly was. The trail is one of the prettiest 
in the mountains, as we know from experience. But 
today our destination is Dawn, and we set our faces 
from the view before us and trudge merrily along in 
the opposite direction. 


Soon we come to another “umbrella station,” and 
this time it is labelled “Dawn.” The rough box nailed 
to the post is full of newspapers and other mail, which 
we promptly tie into a bundle and take along in the 
hope of saving the miners a long climb from the camp. 
Now the trail drops quickly but picturesquely down 
the wall of the upper Millard Cafion, here known in Mt. 
Lowe literature as the “Grand Cafion.” It is a tre- 


mendous cafion, grand in its width and grand in its 


apparently fathomiess depth. Great pines and cedars 
grow occasionally along the trail, indicating long free- 
dom from devastating fires which so often sweep the 
southern face of the range. Wooden benches have been 
placed at convenient places along the way, and now and 
then there is a trickle of water from the rocky slopes 
above. A number of side trails lead to mineral claims 
either once worked and abandoned or now being worked 
in a desultory manner. 


Finally we round a spur of rock and look down upon 
the charming little camp which has been named 
“Dawn.” The main cabin is surrounded by white tents, 
Walks and bridges and corrals have been laid out in 
the most orderly manner, and the camp bears every evi- 
dence of hustle and prosperity. It lies right in the bed 
of the cafion and from all sides come the musical purr 
and wash of running water. But today there is no 
smoke from the forge or from the chimneys. Except 
for the noise made by the water the view bears the ap- 
pearance of a beautiful picture. 

We descend to the cabin to find that every one con- 
nected with the camp has gone down into the valley 
for the day. A slate hangs beside the door with an in- 
vitation to register. A black-and-white rooster fol- 
lowed by two pullets come from the corral to see who 
the intruders are, and from a lower level we hear the 
inquiring bray of a lone burro. 

Stone walls have been laid along the camp walks, run- 
ning water is to be had wherever needed, a dove cote 
is near the cabin, the nests protected by sheet iron 
from thieving squirrels, the woodyard is full of fuel, 
the cooling closet in the cellar under the cabin is full 
of eatables, and a rustic bridge connects the two halves 
of the camp on opposite sides of the mountain brook. 
The seven or eight tents probably shelter the workmen, 
the manager and his wife evidently living in the cabin. 

Several tunnels lead back into the ledge, and from 
each emerges a miniature railway for the tram car which 


carries rock either to the forge house or to the dump. 


We light matches and go forty or fifty feet into the tun- 
nels, but are apparently far from the end. It is a typi- 
cal mountain mining camp and shows that the men who 
own the claim are willing to put both time and muney 
into it in the belief that the returns will more than re- 
pay them. | 

Here we eat our noon-day lunch, sitting on a great 
bench under the trees and with a number of chattering 
squirrels as the only spectators. We hear many birds, 
but they are evidently not hungry: So we feed our 
crumbs to the squirrels, which threaten to carry us 
away bodily in their audacious attempts to feed from 
the unaccustomed supply. 

By 2 p.m. we are on our way again, this time faced 
toward home along the rocky. bed of the cafion. It is 
somewhat rough going, but downhill, and we make haste 
slowly. In places the overhanging foliage is so dense 
that we can hardly believe that above the gloom is a 
cloudless y and a bright Californian sun. 

Here is a cluster of poplar trees, bare as the masts 
of a ship. and we plow our way delightfully through 
beds of dead and crackling autumn leaves. Sleek-coated 
gray squirrels follow us at a safe distance, hinting that 
their appetites are still unappeased. Now and then a 
covey of quail arises with a whirr, and where the cafion 
widens perceptibly, we catch a peep at a scurrying cot- 
tontail. There are birds in the trees and lizards on the 
rocks, but they pay only enough attention to our com-. 
ing to get out of the way. ae 

Here is where several trails meet, and some one has 
placed a neatly-painted signboard. One trail mounts 
to Camp Sierra: another follows the water pipes to 
Camp Cheney. Still another dives down the cafion to 
the pool and the falls and the lower levels at the mouth 
of the cafion. Phyllis and I decide to take the narrow 
trail under which are the water pipes of a Pasadena 
company, having no mind this day for the falls and the 
boulders among which, below the pool, the brook plays 
hide and seek, and which must be climbed and climbed 
again on the way down. 3 8 

So we pick the way up the slope to where a rude 


trench has been cut to receive the water pipes as en 
are collected from the springs and tunnels along the 
way. As the canon drops lower and lower this often 
precarious footpath rises higher and higher on the 
slope. Now and then in its windings we catch a glimpse 
of the valley toward La Cafiada, only to be plunged 
again into dense clumps of brush and trees or into a 
deeper ravine. 


Here is a stretch which tries the surest-footed and 
surest-nerved. The water pipe, boxed with rough 
boards, which forms a path not more than a foot wide, 
must skirt the sheer wall of rock for six or eight rods, 
full 75 feet above the moss-covered slope of the lower 
cafion. Slender iron brackets have been driven into 
the bare rock, and on these the pipe is laid. There is 
nothing to hold to, and the cliff is nearly perpendicu- 
lar. Phyllis insisted that it was impossible, but when 
she found that it might take a mile or more of rough 
climbing to reach the foot of the cafion and avoid the 
bridge, she decided that maybe she could make the 
trip. Finally I took hold of one end of her walking 
stick and, not without some trepidation myself, led the 
way. The slender iron brackets held, and we rounded 
the rocks and found another stretch of the water trail. 


Presently we came out on the ridge where is located 
Cheney’s camp, and here we stopped for another rest 
and another view of the valley, still clear of fog, but 
darkening a bit as the sun slipped slowly to its rest 
behind the western hills. A few lights twinkled in the 
city, giving promise of the star-studded landscape once 
full night had come. But we still needed daylight for 
the walk to where we could take the car for home and 
did not dare delay long. 


From Cheney’s camp a wagon road runs to the val- 
ley, a good two miles. We hurried down this road into 
the wash, unmindful of frankly brutal sign boards along 
the road which read: “Private Road. Keep Out. This 
Means You!” Then we passed tent houses and pigeon 
ranches and reservoirs to Piedmont Drive, east to, Fair 
Oaks avenue and south to the street-car line, where 
we did not have long to wait. 


Seated again in front of our blazing fireplace, Phyllis 
and I voted the day well spent and the trip a glorious 
one.

Punctual to the moment, Achates entered the fonda.

A reader sends a portion of a fern found badly infested | 


with scale and wishes to know what the pest is, and 
the best means for its eradication. The insect is known 


as the Hemispherical Scale (Lecanium hemisphaericum) | 


and is not uncommon among ornamental plants, and 


occasionally bothers the orchardist somewhat. The 
most effective remedy for this scale, as well as for all 
others on evergreens, is fumigation by hydrocyanic acid 
gas. If this is not feasible they may be dipped in or 
sprayed with kerosene emulsion or strong soap suds, for 
the pest is not a hard one to kill in comparison with his 
fellow-pests of the same family. For the patient (or 
impatient) housewife the soapsuds will prove the rem- 
edy most easily obtained and used. Dissolve one-half 
pound of common laundry soap in a gallon of water, and 
dip your ferns in this several times at intervals of a 
week and the scale will soon be eradicated. With 
hardwood plants a full pound of soap to a gallon of 
water will do no harm to the plants, and will usually 
rid the plants of scale in twe.dippings or thorough 
sprayings. 

Dahlias from Seeds. 


~ Dahlias are bulbous perennials from three to six 
high, flowering the first season rrom seed. Well- 
plants with large, showy flowers useful for 
masses. Sow the seed early in spring in seed 
and afterward transplant to the open ground or so 
in the open ground. Dahlias like a rich soil 
plenty of well-rotted manure and should be w 
freely. In raising dahlias from seed, many of 
will come semi-double, although the seed is saved from 
the very best double varieties. The best varieties 
should be marked when in flower, and at the end of 
the season the poor ones discarded and the better ones 
can be taken up and divided and again replanted.

Crvic IMPROVEMENTS BY THE AID OF 


ScHOOL CHILDREN. 


CONSIDERABLE number of cities in the eastern 
half of our country have worked out practical 
methods of civic betterment and beautifying 
through the instrumentality of the school children. In 
many cases these efforts have resulted in such a full 
measure of success that all the people in certain places 
have voiced their opinion in favor of municipal support 
for school gardens and allied movements. 

Nowhere has the scheme been worked out more suc- 
cessfully than in Cleveland, O., where the Home Garden- 
ime Association has charge of the work. Their first 
work was the sale of seeds to school children in penny 
packages to the amount of several hundred thousand of 
these tiny packets each year. The second year a public- 
spirited citizen gave a sum of money to start the im- 
provement of school grounds, and the effort met with 
such marvelous success that ever since the school au- 
thorities have provided for the work. After the gardens 
at school and home were firmly established annual 
flower shows were given at which were exhibited only 
Sowers and plants grown by school children, and these

The Street and Sewer Committee of Wilmington, Del., 
has put into effect the following ordinance to prevent 
the littering of streets: 


Section 1. If any person shall cast or piace or cause 
to be cast or placed in any street, highway, lane or al- 
ley of the city of Wilmington, or on the sidewalks or 
footways thereof, or upon the porches or steps of any

papers, addressed envelopes, or regularly-published peri- 
odicals. 

Sec. 2. If any person shall place or cause to be 
placed on any public’ street in this city any ashes, dirt, 
rubbish, offal or other thing, except as prescribed and 
allowed by the ordinances of the city, such person or 
persons shall be deemed guilty of a common nuisance 
and shall forfeit and pay a fine of not exceeding $5 and 
an additional fine not exceeding $5 for every twenty- 
four hours that such nuisances is continued; provided, 
that persons in removing an article or substance from 
their premises may place the same on the street between 
the curb lines, temporarily, if such article or substance 
be not offensive, and shall remove it therefrom before 
night of the same day on which it was place on the 
street; provided further, that this resolution does not 
alter or affect the ordinances concerning nuisances 
affecting health.

HE English Dorkings are among the very oldest of 

our domesticated poultry, having been a feature of 

the English landscape for several centuries. All 
told, there are five varieties, viz.: the Silver Grays, the 
Colored, the Whites, the Cuckoos and the Reds. Of these 
the first mentioned is the most popular, outnumbering 
the remaining varieties nearly four to one in this coun- 
try, though in England the Colored are quite general. 
In England Dorkings are classed as table fowl, but the 
writer's experience with the breed goes to show that 
they will take rank with any of the American class as 
layers of good-sized, white-shelled eggs. For eating, 
they present a good-sized carcass, consisting of much 
white meat with a slight gamey flavor. In habit they 
are very domestic, due undoubtedly to their long history 
under domestication. 


In a work first published in 1854, Ferguson, an Eng- 
lish authority, says: “From 1643 to the present time 
we have ample proof that the principal fowl of this de- 
scription had been bred at Dorking and environs. and

Grays—Cocks, 8 pounds; cockerels, 7; hens, 6%: pullets, 
5%. Colored—Cocks, 9 pounds; cockerels, 8; hens, 7; 
pullets, 6. It will be seen that the colored are the heav- 
jest, and possibly for market purposes should occupy first 
place, though the Silver Grays are the most popular, due 
to beauty of plumage. The illustration herewith shows 
a Silver Gray pullet and a Colored cockerel, both fine 
specimens and winners in English shows. Notice the 
depth and keel shape of the body, built te support a 
strong frame well covered with layers of solid flesh. 
Indeed, the Dorking is to the poultry market what the 
Herefords are to the beef trade or the Poland China 
hogs are to the pork barrel. A bird that will lay well 
and then kill well, certainly has some claims for his- 
torical honors as well as serving in the broadest sense 
economic purposes. 


A Preserved Egg That Will Poach. 


As supplementary to what we said in The Times for

the table.” That they are a very old breed is attested 
by Columella, a Roman writer at the beginning of the 
Christian era, who describes a breed much resembling 
the present-day Dorking when he says: “Those hens 
are reckoned of the purest breed which are five-clawed, 
but so placed that no cross-spurs arise from the legs. 
Let them be of reddish or dark plumage and with black 
wings.” Pliny (77 A.D.) says: “Superiority of breed 
in hens is indicated by an upright comb, sometimes 
double, black wings, ruddy visage, and an odd number 
of toes E. Brown, in his “Races of Domestic Poultry,” 
reports finding flocks of poultry in Italy as late as 1903 
bearing a strong resemblance to the present English 
Dorking, though somewhat smaller in size. From these 
premises it is fair to assume that when the Romans 
held Britain they introduced into that country animals 
and fowls from their own land. The first practical 
treatise on the Dorking was published in 1815 by Boving- 
ton Maubray. Obviously, it is rather a big contract to 
undertake to trace the origin of a breed which was accu- 
rately described twenty centuries ago by Roman writers; 
suffice it to say that as Roman ruins abound in Eng- 
land, it is quite possible that a Roman fancier in the 
years of the past must have carried to the banks of the 
Thames his favorite breed, and so established what has 
since become the oldest of our commercial breeds. 


For the past twenty-five years the Dorking has been 
gaining ground in this country, though on this Coast its 
progress has not been so rapid as on ‘he Atlantic. Of 
late years, however, it seems to be coming into its own. 
The late eastern shows give evidence of this by the in- 
creased numbers on exhibition. Though bred in Eng- 
land primarily for table purposes, the hens are never-

“The shells, by the new process, are first disinfected 
and then immersed in a vessel of hot paraffin wax in a 
vacuum. The air in the shell is extracted by the 
vacuum, and atmospheric pressure is then allowed to 
enter the vessel, when the hot wax is forced into the 
“pores” of the shell, which thus hermetically seals it. 
Evaporation of the contents of the eggs, which has a 
harmful effect, is thereby prevented and the egg is prac- 
tically sterile. 


Some “new-laid” eggs treated in this manner six 
months ago have been submitted to chemical and mi- 
croscopic examination by the Daily Mail and have been 
found equal to new-laid eggs in every respect. The 
yolk of pickled eggs and others artificially preserved 


examined behave when poached exactly as new-laid ones. 
The inside of the shell showed, under careful examina- 
tion, that the wax penetrates through the “pores,” the 
contents being thus quite immune from external influ- 
ences. The advantage of this process is that the eggs

EXPERIENCES OF MEN WHO SEEK 
PREHISTORIC ANIMALS. 
From Chambers’s Journal. 


E know of the “big-game hunter” as the man 
who ventures far from civilization, and often 
into unknown regions in his quest for such ani-

Bone Cabin Quarry, Wyoming, as it is known to sci- 
entists the world over, is by far the greatest hunting 
ground for these animals of the past that has yet been 
discovered, but it is only a small corner of the region 
they lived. The story of the hill and the val- 
ley, as read by the geologist, shows that this was once 
a fertile country, with its trees and grass and bushes 
sourished by rivers and lakes, so that it afforded abun- 
dant food for the biggest living things that inhabited 
the land. That they roamed over this part of the earth 
is shown by the finding of their gigantic skeletons many 
miles from the quarry; for, since it was first visited, 
the Bad Lands of America have been the gathering- 
place for fossi] hunters from both the Old and the New 
World. The locality forms a vast graveyard for the 
monster lizards known as dinosaurs, as well as strange 
horses that lived in the old days, crocodiles older than 
any that ever floated in the Nile, and mammoth turtles. 

The way in which these hunters of extinct animals 
and reptiles find their mighty game is interesting. In 
searching for it they bring to their aid geology and 
natural Their weapons are chiefly the pick, 
shovel and spade; but some of the places containing

Suppose we were to place three of them in 
line, one directly in front of the other, thfs ancient liz- 
ard would be longer than the three, while it would actu- 
ally weigh about ten tons more than the herd of them. 
But, despjte its size, the brontosaurus could go from 
place to p -quite rapidly, considering its bulk, forc- 
ing its way through the swamps and uprooting trees 
which stood in its pathway by the mere pressure of its 
body. Large rivers were no bar to its progress, for it 
could wade in water twenty feet deep, and, it is be- 
lieved, could swim short distances. It lived upon plants 
and the tender shoots and leaves of trees. Most of us 
have seen an elephant lifting up his trunk, and may 
have been amazed at the height to which he could 
stretch it. Imagine an animal which could put its head 
into a treetop thirty feet high and browse! 


The bone hunters, however, have learned that there 
were several different species. Though all are called 
dinosaur—a Greek term which, translated into English, 
means terrible lizard’’—the largest 
harmless as the tiny things that women once wore on 
their persons with gold chains, making pets of them. 
As they ate only plants and foliage of trees, their teeth 
were soft and could not be used to injure man or ani- 
mal. Strange to say, a smaller dinosaur has been found 
in the Bad Lands of Wyoming which, it is believed, 
lived on flesh, for its teeth are very large and sharp. 
Though not half the size of the great brontosaurns, it 
was a cannibal preying on the other, for tail bones of 
the plant lizard have been found showing deep cuts 
that were evidently made ages ago. The teeth of the 
smal] dinosaur exactly fit into these wounds, leading 
palaeontologists to believe that the flesh-eating or car- 
nivorous lizards killed many of their big brothers, try- 
ing to get at the marrow and cartilage in their tails. 

The finding of such creatures as these can indeed be 
called the hunting of big game, and since the discov- 
ery at Bone Cabin Quarry, numbers of investigators 
every year have been exploring this part of Wyoming 
that forms such a great burial ground for the mon- 
sters. Yet this is only one corner where mammoth re- 
mains are known to exist. On the other side of the 
world, in Africa, the bluffs of the famous Libyan Des- 
ert also cover huge skeletons. among them bones of 
the animals Which were the ancestors of the elephant as 
we know him, but a beast more than twice the size of 


the one still found in the African forest, to which we | 


have already referred. In places where the covering of 
the desert has been dug away so many fragments of 
these prehistoric creatures have been secured that 
witbin the past year they formed a large portion of the 
cargo of the steamship which brought them from Africa 
to New York. 

Bene Cabin Quarry itself is a revelation, however. 
After the cabin was torn down and the richness of the 


all that was to be discovered in this locality; so the 
ground was divided into spaces twelve feet square, and 
one after another was opened. It has taken over six 
years, working with the plow and shovel and spade, to 
turn up only about 7500 square feet, or less than one- 
fifth of an acre of surface; yet this small space formed 
the resting-place of parts of seventy-three different 
animals, of which forty-four belonged to the family of 
dinosaurs. The explorers believe that on this spot fully 
100 of these creatures have lain in the earth for 10. 
000,000 of years or more. The exploration of the Bad 
Lands has made Western America a veritable treasure 
house for the fossil hunters: but before the discovery 
of the Bone Cabin Quarry they had been securing such 
“game” as elephants, tigers and camels, although none 
of these were alive when the lizard giants roamed in 
their marshes. We think of the came] in connection 
with the deserts of Africa and Asia; but beasts far 
larger than any which have ever formed the caravans 
of the Sahara wandered over Southwestern America, 
where their skeletons have been unearthed by the pick 
and shovel. Tigers bigger and more ferocious than the 
dreaded Indian man-eater, with teeth as sharp as the 
saber’s edge, preyed upon the inhabitants of the South 
American forests: while there was a period in the his- 
tory of the world when elephants came all the way 
from Africa to the western half of the globe, and there 
lived for thousands of years. Within a few miles of 
New York City itself the hunters have found them, 
although their big skeletons have also been dug up 
away to the southward in the State of Texas. 

When the prospector believes he has reached a part 
of his unique hunting ground he first looks carefully 
about for any object that may be lying on the top. Fre- 
quently he comes across bones of a sheep, sometimes of 
a hare, but recognizes them at once by their whiteness 
and freshness. Anything that has a dull-brown appear- 
ance is closely studied, though it may not resemble a 
bone, for where a thing has existed millions of years, 
time may have crumbled it away. If the prospector 
finds nothing, the shovel comes into service. He digs 
here and there, making test holes. Perhaps he may 
go on day after day in fruitless search, until the weeks 
have passed into months. and he has gone over miles

The find made, the next step is to secure the bones. 


While some of the larger bones are unbroken, fre- 
quently the skeleton may be in a thousand pieces, some 
a hundred feet or so from the rest. To pick out the 
right ones and separate them from the others may 
mean weeks of patient toiling, day after day, in the 
burning sun. 


The hunter must also know how the bones were put 


together by nature. As fast as he identifies the parts 
he numbers each one, then packs it for its long jour- 
ney. When the bone is fragile and cracked or broken, 
he fills in the crevices with liquid plaster, which hard- 
ems and thus cements the fragments together. Some 
times the surface of the bone is first covered with silk 
paper or thin cloth to protect it from the air. Then the 
whole piece is covered with plaster as a further pro- 
tection before being placed in the box or crate in which 
it is to be sent to the museum. This part of the work 
requires not a little care, for some single pieces of 
skeletons are so large that they must be hoisted from 
their beds by a derrick. Still, in spite of their size, 
these bones must be uncovered very cautiously, though 
they have long since turned to stone. A single blow of 
pick or shovel may ‘badly damage a specimen which 
otherwise is perfect. 


In the Day of the Cave Men. 


Long ago, so long that even a scientist would hardly 
dare venture a guess as to the date, a man clad with 
only a wild beast’s skin about his loins was sitting at 
the mouth of a cave in one of the rocky highlands in 
what is now Southern France. He was scratching with 
a sharp flint on the fragment of an ivory tusk—perhaps 
picturing for some youthful admirers adventures 
through which he had passed or animals he had slain. 
That ivory chip was stored away as a treasure—to be 
lost and forgotten after the cave man's death. 

This was when the world was young. The cave men 
had their day, and passed out of view. Other races ap- 
peared. New men, new animals, new things, and new 
thoughts came into being. Roman, Gaul, and Frank 
followed one another. Dark days hung over Europe. 
But the Star of Bethlehem was rising in the east, and 
a new hope took hold of the hearts of men. 

Stirring times were these, and the centuries that fol- 
lowed, but through it all the old cave remained the 


same, hiding the relic in its bosom, until one day a 


Man named Lartet, digging in the cavern floor, found 
it. On it was scratched a very fair representation of 
the hairy -elephant—probably at once the oldest pic- 
ture and the oldest human record in existence. 

We know the cave man was a faithful workman, for 


the melting ice flelds of Siberia have yielded a perfect 


specimen of this extinct mammal, and the palaeolithic 
picture is a true copy. Not only has this ancient sculp- 
tor given us a sample of the earliest art, but he has left 
us—more valuable than all—a historical record of his 
time, for this rude picture is simply a page from the 
cave man’s history, which, translated into twentieth- 
century English, says: “Men, thinking men, were con- 
temporaneous with the hairy elephant.“ 

No record that any of human kind have ever left 
is half so ancient as this. The oldest Egyptian papyrus 
is a thing of yesterday compared to this palaeolithic 
sculpture. While the cave man was living in Europe. 
the Valley of the Nile was yet only a wild waste. Egypt 
was not yet Egypt. and civilization as we know it had 
scarcely made a beginning. 

What is true of this picture of the mammoth is true 
of the rest of these palaeolithic etchings, most of which 
have been found in the La Madelaine caves on the Dor- 
dogne. Some are scratched on fragments of slate, some 
on ivory, and some on the walls of the caverns. One 
picture shows a naked man hurling a spear at an ani- 
mal which any schoolboy would judge to be a horse. In 
palaeolithic times we know that the horse, although 
much smaller than now, still retained the features of 
the present, for the bones of the primitive horse have 
been found in the réfuse heaps of the cave man’s home 


—a fact which indicates that the animal was perhaps.

FIELD NOTES. 
Poor Root Systems. 
HAVE had in hand a fine cherry tree “held up” by 
[ « inspector because of root knot. The tree is one 
of about sixty detained and finally sent back to the 
nurseryman marked refused.“ I fear the trees may 
be or have been by this time foisted upon some un- 
‘Suspecting planter over in Nevada, or possibly still 
nearer home. This shipment represents quite a loss to 
the nurseryman, but what a small loss it is to him 
compared with the effects upon the grower who would 
have planted in his orchard these mal-conditioned 
plants. The propagator of the lot claimed that they 
were merchantable trees, which same is a claim ap- 
proaching dishonesty. 
No one contends that this form of root gall, or that a 
hairy-rooted tree is a disease. But no one believes a 
tree affected thus will ever evolve a good root system. 
A nurseryman who has had trees rejected because of 
one of these troubles writes for an explanation of the 
cause of malformation of the roots. I suspect no one 
knows positively. But I can make a few suggestions 
that may help some. [It may come from improper soil 
conditions affecting the seedlings; or, from a predispo- 
sition in the parent tree toward the trouble; or, from 
these influences combined. Evidence points to hered- 
ity as the most probable cause. Is it not a fact, how- 
ever, that many nurserymen pay little attention to their 
nursery soils, plenting the same land to trees from year 
to year indefinitely? Crop rotation is a good remedy 
for all soils unfit for a particular crop. What crop 
should be given such infelligent care as the nursery 
crop—one that is to live and bear fruit for a genera- 
tion? I am in continual correspondence with a very 
few nurserymen who seem to care for the responsibility 
they assume in offering their trees to the public. If 
there is one branch of horticulture that would justify 
the State in arbitrary control it is the nursery busi- 
ness. I have just been informed of the case of a farmer 
down in the “Weed Patch” in Kern county who was 
preparing to plant 2500 miscellaneous fruit trees when 
a commissioner “hove in sight” and burned the whole 
lot. He found geach moth, pear blight, walnut blight 


and wooly aphis, and bad infections each. He should 


have a Carnegie medal. But the out-of-State nursery- 
man goes unpunished for the outrage of selling the 


trees. Burning them was no loss to him for the trees.

Watermelons Are Fruit. 


T has been officially declared that the watermelon. 

is a fruit. Some people are in doubt about the classi- 
fication of the melon, insisting that it should go with 
squashes, cucumbers and other members of its family. 
No matter that the menu cards all over the country 
place the melon with the fruits, the word “vegetable” 
should be the designation in the opinion of many. The 
decision was made long since by the Board of General 
Appraisers of the revenue department. It is as fol- 
lows: 

The watermelon is known technically and popularly as 
a fruit. Its classification commercially remains to be 
considered. The only information before the board that 
is favorable to the classification of melons as vegetables 
is the fact that melon seeds are catalogued as among 
vegetable seeds by seedsmen, but seedsmen who so list 
them gave testimony, either in person or by affidavit, 
that they regard melons as fruit, and that they cata- 
logued melon seeds among vegetable seeds simply as a 
matter of convenience, both classes being regarded as 
garden seeds. Common carriers testify that in the 
business of transportation, melons are classed as fruits, 
and not as vegetables. Large produce dealers gave evi- 
dence at the hearing of this case that in trade, melons 
are known and listed as fruits. The various commer- 
cial and trade journals enumerate watermelons, apples, 


peaches, plums, etc., under the heading of “fruits.” It 


is unnecessary to inquire into the meaning of the words 
“fruit”-and “vegetable” in their broadest sense. We 
find that watermelons are green fruits, and are so 
known commercially. 

Use of Land Plaster. 


HAVE an inquiry from ‘Los Angeles county as to the 
value of land plaster for the encouragement of legu- 
inous crops in citrus orchards. Where there is a fair 

proportion of lime in the soil, or the soil-is naturally 


friable it would not pay to use gypsum for leguminous) 


crops. It is thought that land plaster has a value in 
setting free the plant food, and it also turns the soil 
alkaline, all of which may be beneficial to any inert 


soil. About one-third the weight of gypsum is lime and 
the remainder sulphuric acid and water. Hence 
its value in breaking up the elements of the 


‘soll. In clay land devoted to leguminous crops, land 
plaster is of great value. But I am sure that the in- 
creasing of humus is of prime importance, and whether 
it is necessary to use plaster for that purpose depends 
upon the soil itself.

Horticultural Fakes. 


HE woods are full of them, and the unwary are 
| beset on every hand. The wary may skip this, for 
they are not in danger of separation from their hard- 
earned coin. 1 heard of a new one yesterday. but it 
loee not affect Californians. However, tts novelty ap- 
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peals to all. In the Southern States, where the pecan 
fad ran as wild as a Texas steer, or a California hard- 
wood eraze, pecan buds do not “take” well upon 
the hickory seedlings or even upon pecan 
seedlings. But the promoters did not let a little 
thing like that bother them. They cut around a natu- 
ral bud upon a poor seedling pecan tree to make it 
appear like a real bud had been inserted, cut off the 
top just above the natural bud and sold it for a budded 
variety. 


This is not more dishonest than a score of “creation” 
fakes that are being foisted upon an unsuspecting pub- 
lic every day in California—just a little more bare- 
faced, that is all the difference. The time for the re- 
newal of your stock of common sense is here, if you 
feel like it had become depleted from any cause. Some 
of our leading horticultural journals are in need of a 
renewal even now, and are confusing the people by 
either indorsing fakes or permitting it to be done in 
their columns. Good farmers, the habiliments of these 
frauds run from the dress-suit class to the togs of the 
| poor itinerants, whose fakes are as scantily clad as are 
their promoters. If you follow them long enough you 
too will have scanty raiment as well. 


Pamphlet on Orange Thrips. 

PRELIMINARY report has been issued by the Bu- 
. . of Entomology concerning the new orange pest 
that is giving so much trouble in the central citrus belt 
and that has also occasioned some alarm in San Ber- 
nardino county. The pamphlet was writien by Dudley 
Moulton, engaged in the thrips investigation in Califor- 
nia. Photographs are given of the effects of this in- 
| sect’s attack upon the fruit and foliage of the orange, 
| paragraphs upon distribution, extent of injury, life his- 
tory notes, soil cdnditions affecting prevalence of the 
thrips, remedies, enemies and a technical description of 
the species. The latter is very complete and useful.

The Overplus Question. 


OW well we old-timers remember the first attempt 

to place California fresh fruits upon the British 
markets. The first “export fruit train” left Sacramento 
at 10 o’clock on the night of July 19, 1892, laden with 
pears, peaches and plums. The train was decorated 
with streamers and American and British flags, and its 
departure was made the oceasion of some ceremony and 
of general interest throughout the State. The ship- 
ment arrived at Liverpool in fine condition, being just 
fifteen days on the way, and the fruit brought profit- 
able prices, but was bought with great caution. Cali- 
fornia received some new notoriety from this effort, 
but the promised weekly shipments to follow up the in- 
itial sending did not materialize. 


A year or two after this trial shipment was made, 
the orange growers of Azusa sent a few carloads to 
England. The venture was profitable, but the returns 
not sufficiently above our own markets, and these 
shipments were also discontinued. Without any dis- 
crimination between these two efforts to establish a 


attempts were of great value, the only gain being the 
demonstration that citrus and deciduous fruits could 
be safely carried to these distant markets. There is, 
however, a great difference that has not been consid- 
eréd. The corporation which dispatched the deciduous 
fruit is. not now engaged in the fruit business, but the 
corporation which sent out the orange is still in busi- 


of no value now, but that of the latter is on file and can 
be used in the renewed attempt of the exchange in es- 
tablishing a permanent British trade in citrus fruits, 
which is now in view upon a basis similar to that used 
by the exchange in its domestic trade. 


The deciduous fruit growers of the north are just 
awakening to the fact that there is a vital difference 
between their methods of selling fruit and that of the 
coéperative organizations of the south. They see that 
it is the difference between success and failure. It has 
to do with distribution, and surplussage, and prices, and 
the general hopefulness and perpetuity of the business. 
It is the lack of attention to the fundamental principles 
of barter and trade that has set so many thousands of 
fruit growers guessing as to how to make ends meet 
in their business every year. It is the lack of this that 
makes the growers of the north “leary” about the dis- 
posal of their continually increasing output—now almost 
to an overplus. 


Olive Knot. 


N account of apparent confusion as to the true cause 

of the disease of olives known as tuberculosis, olive 
knot, tumor, etc., the Bureau of Plant Industry has re- 
viewed the work of a number of investigators and has 
made studies of material secured from California, Italy 
and other countries, and have found that apparently 
mixed cultures have been used by a number of former 
experimenters and that the true cause of the olive tu- 
berculosis is a white, non-liquefying bacterium, which 
is found in the olive tubercle and develops in many 
culture media as a short rod with rounded ends, oc- 
curring singly or in pairs.

Not a few are interested in the improvement of our 
potatoes. This has been brought about from the fact 
that farmers frequently get a variety that gives good 
satisfaction for a few years and then the yield decreases 
and the tubers lose their uniform appearance. 

There are almost as many theories advanced for this 
running out and remedies given as there are growers. A 
few of the remedies given are: Plant when the moon is 
“Tight;” always plant large tubers; never plant “seed 
ends;” always leave one or two eyes to a piece as the 
‘ase may be; exchange seed, etc. 
remedies will prevent varieties from running out. 
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uniform in size and shape, while other hills grown under 


the same conditions will have a few ill-shaped tubers 
or one large tuber and a few small ones. A tuber grown 
from the vigorous productive plants, although it may 
be the only smal! tuber in the hill because it started late 
and did not have time to develop full size, would pos- 


| sess and transmit the characteristic of its tuber from the 


poor hill in which it alone attained marketable size, and 
would transmit the tendency of the hill. We see that 
inspection of the individual tubers alone will not enable 
us to judge whether it is desirable for seed or not, but 
the whole hill must be examined. 


The unit for selection is the plant, and therefore the 
place to select potatoes for seed is in the field, where the 
whole plant can be examined. : 

There are few plants under cultivation that are more 
susceptible to variation than the potato. The more a 
plant varies the greater is the chance for improvement 
with proper methods of selection and also a correspond- 
ing tendency to deteriorate when poor methods are prac- 
ticed. 

In 1907 we planted on the experiment station farm at 


Pullman two plots each of twelve varieties of potatoes. 


One plot of each variety was planted with seed selected 
from the best hills (large and small if the hills were 
planted.) The other plot was planted with seed selected 
from the medium or poor hills. As near as it was pos- 
sible the two plots of each variety had the same kind of 
soil and treatment. The results were interesting. The 
average yield of the plots planted with tubers from me- 
dium to poor hills was 6100 pounds (sixty-one sacks.) 
The average yield of the plots planted with tubers from 
the good hills was 8100 pounds (eighty-one sacks,) or 
a gain of twenty sacke per acre. The crop from the 
good hills was not only larger, but the tubers were more 
uniform in size and appearance than those from the 
medium to poor hilis.—[Rural Press.

Trying New Vegetables. 

NTERESTING tests of new vegetables have been 

made by H. B. Fullerton at the railroad experiment 
station in Long Island. Mr. Fullerton carries on a com- 
mercial market garden, shipping the products directly 
by express to consumers, hence is able to get a variety 
of opinions of the merits and qualities of the different 
varieties, taking into account also the productiveness. 


He finds the Palmetto asparagus the same as the Agen- 


teuil and a fairly rust-proof variety. The Giobe arti- 
choke he thinks will prove profitable in competition 
with importations of this vegetable. Among string 
beans the Green Pod Stringless and Brittle Wax are 
favored. 
The Fordhook Bush Lima is a favorite shell bean. A 
good all-round table bean is found in Black Redball. 
Brussels sprouts, especially the improved dwarf variety, 
are recommended as profitable, and affording an income 
after most other crops are done, green cucumber is rec- 


ommended. Among egg plants the Black Beauty is 


considered best. Among the neglected vegetables are 
mentioned green curled endive, the finochio plant, the 
Miliner, Kren horse radish, the Emerald Island kale, 
White Vienna kohirabi, American Flag leek. | 
Golden Queen lettuce is placed at the head among 
early kinds, and Warehead for later. Of the hard curled 
kinds, Iceberg and Wonderful are praised. Muskmelons 
that are best liked are Burrell’s Gem, Fordhook, Emer- 
ald Gem, and among watermelons Kleckey’s Sweet and 
Sweetheart. Golden Globe and Silver Skin onions are 
preferred and the Guernsey parsnip. Several kinds of

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When the young plants are large enough to handle, they 
should be transplanted to shallow boxes, containing light 
oll and continued under warm conditions, but gradu- 


ally accustomed to cooler temperature, until all danger 
from frost is over, when they can be set in the field or 


garden. A trellis is to be recommended for the kitchen 
garden, as the fruit does much better and is within easy 
picking distance. | 

Peppers should be started in the same manner. They 
are rather more difficult to handle than tomatoes, and 
should be grown in rich soil. Do not transplant until 
all danger from frost is past, say about the first of May, 
as the pepper, being a tropical plant, is even more ten- 
der than the tomato. 

The egg plant is another of the trio of delicate and 
luscious vegetables which we owe to the tropics, and 


which has got to have tropical conditions to succeed. 


The seeds germinate slowly, and should be planted as 
early in March as possible, with sufficient under heat to 
start them. This can be secured from a hot bed, con- 
structed as per instructions which have appeared in our 
columns. Egg plants do best in the interior valleys 
where there is not so sharp a contrast between day and 
night, as in the coast counties. 


There are three months or more in which all the hardy 
vegetables will give satisfaction in the garden. Rad- 
ishes, lettuce, beets, spinach, salsify, can be sown in the 
open in beds, with assurance that they will give good 
returns before the hot weather sets in. 


Potatoes may be set during March, as early as conven- 
lent, while by the end of the month it will be safe to 
start squash, melons, etc., for they will not probably be 
up before the frost period is over. In any event the 


young plants of all these tender vines should be covered 


and protected until the advanced season gives assurance 
of safety. 


Seeds of the cabbage family should be sown for rota- 
tion, and peas should also be sown for the same pur- 
pose, although early-sown peas should now be well ad- 
vanced.—[Town and Country Journal.

Mind and Body. 


HIS is an age of commercialism. One might almost 
T imagine that if the twelve apostles lived nowadays 

they would — an association for the laying 
on of hands. 

A handsome booklet one circulars have been received 
descriptive of the “League of Right Living.” It seems 
to be founded upon the “divine healing” movement of 
Bishop Fellows, of Chicago, who is president of the 
league. The booklet contains portraits of a number of 
eminent M.D.’s, D.D.’s and professors who will contribute 
their teachings in regard to physiology, psychology, re- 
ligion, etc. The price of the complete course is put at 
the moderate figure of $18. 

Well, now, if this is the kind of thing that some peo- 
ple like, why then, doubtless, it is just about the kind 
of thing they will approve of. Many, however, will pre- 
fer to take their physical treatment and their mental 
treatment “straight,” while avoiding both drugs and 
divinity. 

In the general boom of various kinds of mental treat- 
ments people will, of course, go to extremes, It seems 
that poo: humanity must always run and bump its 
head up against one side of the fence or the other. To 
keep in the middle of the road looks simple, but it is 
apparently a hard job for a great majority of mankind. 

It looks like stating a truism, but it really seems to 
be necessary to repeat this fact quite frequently: Man 
is composed of a blending of mind and matter. To say 
he is all matter and ignore the mind is foolishness. 
Equally is it foolish to declare that he is all mind, and 
to ignore matter. 

On this subject Channing Severance wrote recently to 
the Care of the Body as follows: 

“People who accept that combination of nonsense and 
superstition which deciares All is Mind,” may affirm 
and reiterate the affirmation, that all diseases are the 
result of mental action, but that does not make it so. 
Granting the wonderful power which the human mind 
exerts on the body for both good and bad, it is well not 
to forget that the body also has great power and influ- 
ence on the mind; likewise material substances. The 
mind is no more free from physical influences than the 
body is from mental, and this fact can be demonstrated 
in many ways. The mind is not an unrestricted, auto- 
cratic force that dominates the body as it sees fit, but 
states of mind are dependent on general conditions and 
material things. When some injurious substance gets 
into the blood, it causes disease and disturbs mental 
action, and for this reason it influences the blood, 
which is the source of consciousness. 

“Says O. W. Holmes: ‘The brain must be fed, or it 
cannot work. Four great vessels flood every part of it 
with hot scarlet blood, which carries at once fire and 
fuel to each of its atoms. Stop this supply, and we drop 
senseless.” 

“This material substance called blood is the life of 
mind and body, and when the brain does not act be- 
cause the supply of blood has been shut off, there is no 
manifestation of mind. Lockjaw is not mental disease, 
and cannot be made one, any more than can the disease 
which the sailors under Christopher Columbus carried 
from America to Europe. Syphilis is not the product of 
mental action. An excess of food stupefies the mind; a 
certain quantity of alcohol exhilarates it, and an in- 
creased quantity puts it out of business. Cold air stu- 
pefies the mind and hot air enervates it, and in neither 
extreme is deep and effective thinking possible, so re- 
sponsive is mind to the condition of the blood. 

“It is a one-sided hobby that puts upon mind all power 
and makes it always a dominant cause. Mind is both a 
cause and an effect, and ceaseless alternation is forever 
going on between it and the body. While the mind has 
a positive power to disturb digestion, it has no such 
power to promote it, and the greatest aid it can render 
that mysterious process of converting food into nervous 
energy, is to keep quiet and let it alone. Extreme wear- 
iness, which is the result of physical action, is sufficient 
to prevent digestion where the stomach is overloaded 
when it is being experienced; and indigestion thus pro- 
duced, which is disease, cannot in any way be saddled 
on to the mind. The loss of sleep, if continued long 
enough, means insanity and then death. And sleep is 
what? It is needed rest to the material machinery in 
the human skull, that makes mind possible to be or to 
act. And what is insanity but a disease? 

“Just think for a moment of the mind's deranging it- 
self without an adequate caus acting upon it, and you 
will readily sense how absurd the “All Mind” theory is 
or can be. Its claims.are an insult to reason: mere as- 
sertions without weight or evidence to sustain them: and 
no man who lives by the light of reason has any more use 
for such vagaries than he has for any other brand of 
superstition. We are living in an- age that demands 
demonstrated facts, and people who really think are get- 
ting tired of mere assertions.”

In ‘the heart of the fashionable family-hotel district 
of Los Angeles several dozen chickens were killed by 
arsenic. The owner of the chickens asked the Deputy 
District Attorney for a search warrant, that he might go 
through a hotel overlooking his yard and look for the 
villain who had thrown out a sack of bread saturated 
with arsenic. The request was refused. Perhaps the 
official knows what it is to have his slumbers disturbed 
by raucous cock crows. 

Chickens are out of place in a city. They are the 
cause of a large proportion of neighborhood quarrels. 
They not only lay eggs (sometimes,) but they breed 
hatred, malice and uncharitableness, and not infre- 
quently lead to assault and murder. The city chicken 
should be recalled. Chickens and cows and pigs and 
other animals that emit loud noises or loud smells 
should be deported to the farming country, where they 
belong. 


Poor Consumptives. | 


HE Board of Supervisors has adopted an order pro- 

viding that hereafter when indigent sick are sent to 
Los Angeles from the East, that if the physical condition 
of the patient warrants such action, they be sent back 
immediately to their former homes, 

This action is taken to prevent Los Angeles continu- 
ing as the dumping-ground for those afflicted with tu- 
bercular and outhr troubles, and to put an end to the 
practice of shipping consumptives here, only to have 
them become charges on the community when they are 
no longer able to care for themselves. 

Such a step has been forced upon Los Angeles through 
who have 
made a practice of shipping poor unfortunate consump- 
tives, in an advanced stage, to Southern California, 
where many of them have been thrown on the benevo- 
lence of the community. 

As frequently stated here, the only proper thing to do 
to aid consumptives is to build for them cities of com- 
fortable tent cottages, in the deserts and on the moun- 
That is the only possible chante for them. To 
stay in lodging or rooming-houses in a city, whether in 
California or elsewhere, is to make their case hopeless. 
Their only chance lies in living—absolutely living, night 
and day, in all weathers—out of doors, with plain, sim- 
ple diet, restricted to the amount they can properly di- 
gest, and as much light exercise as their gradually-in- 
creasing powers will permit them to take. 

This is all there is to the consumption cure or to 
“stamping out” consumption, which will never be 
stamped out so long as people continue to live wrong 
and develop consumption—and that means as long as 
people continue to inhabit the earth. 

Here is a fine chance for benevolent people to establish 


on a large scale, institutions something like the Barlow | 


sanatorium in Los Angeles, where people of moderate 
means may obtain shelter and succor, without losing 
their self-respect, at the low price of $5 a week. a 
properly-conducted institution of this kind, with a ra- 
tional diet, would not only save the lives of thousands 
of people, but would also furnish striking evidence of 
the fact that “nature cures, not the physician.” 

The following dispatch from Chicago was recently 
published: 

“That Chicago air is as beneficial to the consumptive 
as that of Arizona or California is the belief of Dr. J. W. 
Pettit, physician in charge of the Ottawa tent colony 
for tubercular patients, and he has so informed the Chi- 
cago Medical Society. 

“He says it is almost criminal to send consumptives to 
western climates, where usually they are far worse off 
than they would be at home with relatives. 

“Dr. Pettit returned recently from a tour of inspection 
of sanitariums in Arizona, New Mexico and California. 
He says physicians have known for several years that 
climate alone would not cure consumption; that suffi- 
cient nourishment and pleasant surroundings are of 
more benefit, but the general public, he declares, appa- 
rently has not yet learned it.” 

Dr. Pettit is quite right. The only advantage of the 
southwestern climate is that it facilitates life in the open 
air. There is no “specific” climate, any more than there 
is a “specific” drug. Open air in Chicago is better than 
a lodging-house in Los Angeles.

Lunches for School Children. 


OME philanthropic women of Los Angeles have ar- 

ranged to furnish meals to the children of a school 
in one of the poorer parts of the city at the nominal 
cost of one cent per meal, which is said to be about one- 
fourth of the cost. 

This is a good idea, and the women who originated it 
Even in this flourishing city 
there are some children who suffer from the lack of suffi- 
cient nourishment. This, however, is mainly because 
the parents are ignorant of how to make the most effec- 
tive use of the small amount of money they have to 
spend for food.

“Corn-Cheese.” 


ERE is a receipt for a dish that makes a good sub- 

stitute for flesh food. It is the invention of the edi- 
tor of the Care of the Body, and is intended to take the 
place of macaroni and cheese.

First Aid to the Injured. 


66 4 MERICAN NATIONAL RED CROSS TEXT-BOOK 

ON FIRST AID AND RELIEF COLUMNS” is the 
title of a pocket volume. (Published by P. Blakiston's 
Son & Company, 1012 Walnut street, Philadelphia.) The 
author, Maj. Charles Lynch, of the Medical Corps U.S. A., 
has been specially detailed by the War Department to 
act as the medium between that department and the 
National Red Cross. Maj. Lynch was the United States 
medical attaché during the Japanese and Russian war. 


The book which contains a number of illustrations, 
deals with anatomy, germs, first aid, accidents, injuries 
and emergencies. Most of the directions wind up about 
as follows: “Send for doctor immediately if possible,” 
although in writing upon bruises the author says: “No 
doctor is usually required for a bruise.” 


This is kind. Also, it is not usually necessary to call 
for a surgeon when you want to blow your nose. 

In the article on drowning no reference is made in 
the directions to dilation of the rectum, an 1 
valuable method of resuscitating the apparently dead, 
method that was recommended years ago in the po 
tific American. In the article on poison ivy, under the 
head of “Prevention” the author recommends “avoiding 
poison ivy or oak.”

Therefore, as previously Stated, homeopath + is equiva- 
lent to suggestion. 

Of late years it is said that the homeopaths have be- 
gun to increase the amount of their doses. If so they 
are going backward instead of forward. Otherwise, if 
people insist on taking some kind of “dope” out of the 
bottle when they are sick, by all means send them to a 
homeopath. It is the next best thing to leaving nature 
alone.

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“Tl am one of the many hundreds in Los Angeles 
dependent upon restaurants, and I must say that for 
poorly-prepared food Los Angeles is the bumest city 
in America. [Aw! Come off! Ed.] We have aill 
kinds of fruits and vegetables at our disposal, yet little 
of them are utilized for home consumption. Last summer, 
tomatoes rotted in the fields for lack of a local market. 
Why? Because our wholesale and retail grocery firms 
had bought and filled up their shelves with a lot ‘chem- 
ically prepared’ tomato foodstuffs. 


“Where is a restaurant in Los Angeles that puts up 
its own tomato catsup, for instance, or its own pickles? 


“The restaurant or private boarding-house that does 
not prepare its own foodstuffs such as pickles, tomato 
catsup, etc., but forces upon- their patrons chemically- 
prepared stuff is accessory to this crime upon the part 
of the packers generally to destroy the health of the 
people. It's not the ‘greedy and conscienceless packers’ 
that you should be after, but every restaurant, hotel or 
private boarding-house that places such foodstuffs upon 
the table. Where is a restaurant-keeper who cannot 
prepare his own pickles? How much cheaper and how 
much better? The same as to catsups, freshly made 


and freshly used, and — as mother makes * at 


home.” 


These remarks about pickles and catsups were perti- 
nent until recently, but since the pure-food law went 
into effect, the packers and retailers have become more 
careful. Our local food inspectors are active and dili- 
gent. So long as you can obtain pure stuff, there would 
be no sense in each restaurant putting up its own pickles 
and preserves, as it couki not do so for the price at 
which they may be bought. 


Meantime, the less you eat of pickles or catsups, or 
any other food which contains vinegar, the better it 
will be for your digestive organs. Always substitute 
lemon juice for vinegar. It is most unwholesome and 
harmful. Pickles are a devil's dish. 

As to the first part of the correspondent's complaint, 
it is well founded. It is a disgrace that in this land of 
fruits and winter vegetables, these products of the soil 
should, as a rule, be so poor in quality and expensive in 


our restaurants. California oranges are cheaper today 


in Chicago than they are in Los Angeles. There is 
something wrong here. The California Legislature has 
appointed a committee to inquire into the advance of 
food prices. As frequently stated here, there is a cry- 
ing need for some method of bringing the underpaid 
producer and the overcharged consumer nearer together.

RECENT dispatch from New York announced that 

the doctors had succeeded in adding ten pounds in 
weight and two inches in height to an abnormally under- 
sized individual, by treating him with extract from the 
thyroid glands. His mentality is also said to have im- 
proved. The dispatch refers to this as “what appears 
to be an authentic case with marked and successful re- 
sults.” Not so fast. Whit a year, and see how it comes 
out. 

The trouble with all these “successful operations” 
that the results are not followed up for a sufficient 
length of time to see what the permanent effects age. 
When a man is morbid, and melancholy, and taciturn, 
the administration of several good-sized drinks of Ken- 
tucky Bourbon often appears to be a most “successful 
operation.” Before passing an opinion, however, you 
should feel his forehead and look at his tongue in the 
morning.
